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“Westward the course of empire takes its way; 
The four first Acts already past, 
A fifth shall close the Drama with the day.”’ 





IsRAEL’s westward trek truly began with the 
Exodus out of Egypt, although at first they 
moved eastward to Mount Sinai so that they 
might receive the perfect laws the rules and 
precepts of which were to be their guide 
throughout the centuries.

With birth a life begins and it will fulfill its purpose during the years allotted to 
carry out its assigned mission, provided the individual pattern of existence is 
molded in accord with the ways of righteousness. In every case, however, life is a 
gift from God, for in Him we live and move and have our being. Because this is 
so, Moses could say to Israel that it was essential for them to love the Lord their 
God and obey His voice, concluding with the statement, ‘‘He is thy life, and the length of thy 
days’’ (Deut. 30: 20). 

In comparison to eternity the length of human life is but a passing shadow, yet during the years 
of temptation and trouble to which all flesh is made subject, the teachable will learn lessons which 
will qualify them as recipients of unending life in God’s eternal day. 

With the passing of the years we look back to our early childhood, only to realize how quickly 
we moved from childhood into maturity and then on into the autumn of life. Springtime to autumn, 
how swiftly the time has passed! Yet the early years of life are most important, for youth is a time 
of schooling, during which preparation must be made for the tasks that lie ahead. If this time is not 
spent in becoming mentally and morally equipped to discern between good and evil, the pattern of 
life will be incomplete. 

Because the knowledge gained in the formative years of youth sets the standard of future con- 
duct, Solomon admonished the younger generation: ‘‘Remember now thy Creator in the days of 
thy youth, while the evil days come not, nor the years draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I have no 
pleasure in them’’ (Ecc. 12: 1). . 

The adventures on the road ahead beckon youth, whose vision is of an unending highway before 
it. Not until later in life does the recognition come of how brief are the days of our years, as expressed 
by the Psalmist who said, ‘“The days of our years are threescore years and ten; and if by reason of 
strength they be fourscore years, yet is their strength labour and sorrow; for it is soon cut off, and 
we fly away”’ (Ps. 90: 10). 

Brief indeed as is this span of our present physical existence, it is a most important time for the 
building of character and to bring to fruition the plans of God as He trains those who are to become 
His sons and daughters. If these fleeting moments of life are all that will be given to us to taste the 
joys of living, then even the fruits of righteousness are vanity.

Then follows Solomon’s sum- 
mation of what should be the concern of all men: ‘‘Let us hear the conclusion of the whole matter: 
Fear God, and keep his commandments: for this is the whole duty of man. For God shall bring 
every work into judgment, with every secret thing, whether it be good, or whether it be evil’’ 


(Ecc. 12: 13-14).

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THE END OF THE ROAD 


THROUGHOUT the years Destiny has called attention to the 
pertinent economic cycles which commenced with the 
Wall Street Crash of 1929 a.p. The first publication of this 
information was in April 1943 and it was republished in 
September 1945. Further reference to these cycles was 
made in Study in Daniel,* page 104, pointing out the 
importance of July 5 to 15, 1950. 

It is at times difficult to immediately identify the 
event or events that fulfill the requirements making the 
date significant. But time always provides the required 
information for those who are watchfully checking the 
unfolding pattern of current developments. We are now 
able to look back and at least make a partial appraisal of 
the developments which have taken place on the economic 
front. By so doing we secure a glimpse of the reasons why 
the economic cycles focused so strongly on these July 
dates. 

In The Boston Herald for September 4, a feature article 
by Sylvia Porter points out that the stock market Dow- 
Jones index is misleading. Before the Korean war changed 
conditions, that index on 30 industrial stocks had reached 
a 19-year peak (a metonic cycle) of 228. The statement 
is then made: 


“By mid-July, that index was down to 197, a sensational slump 
for one month, one of the sharpest breaks on record.” 


As a result of the Korean war, stocks were dumped, 
causing losses of billions of dollars of value over night. 
Since July the index is back to 220, but the complete 
recovery this would suggest is most misleading. A “‘war 
baby” market has taken the place of the stocks of concerns 
Operating for peace time consumption, so the average 
index figure is up, but the value of operations contributing 
to peace and prosperity is down. 

A study of the market clearly reflects that by mid-July 
prosperity — as represented in the production of con- 
sumer’s goods and the things men need and use in peaceful 
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pursuits — gave way before production for destructive 
purposes, with the emphasis on investments in concerns 
whose profits are the result of building for war. This estab- 
lished trend will become even more marked in the months 
ahead and, when finally we are able to look back and 
properly appraise the entire situation, it will be found 
that July 5-15, 1950 saw a definite change on the eco- 
nomic front, with the world moving toward a financial 
fiasco. The extraordinary burden of excess taxation, along 
with curtailment of the production of wealth in the crea- 
tion of economic values, will add its weight in the scales 
of destruction. 

July 5-15, 1950 was a definite turning point in the 
change from the pursuit of prosperity to making war. As a 
result, the hand of Divine power has appeared and has 
begun to write the sentence of judgment that will be com- 
pleted at the end of two full years. It is most significant 
that the year 1952 A.D. is the 2520th anniversary of the 
setting up of the image of gold by Nebuchadnezzar. That 
year should witness the complete overthrow of Babylon 
the Great as the world economy comes to judgment. God 
has issued the call: 


“Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her 
sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues.” (Rev. 18: 4.) 


Under the Divine edict of judgment, John in Revela- 
tion has declared: 


‘With violence shall that great city Babylon be thrown down, 
and shall be found no more at all.”” (Rev. 18: 21.) 


The expression “‘with violence” is significant, for the 
violence of World War II destroyed the political and mili- 
tary might of the Babylonian Succession of Empires, com- 
pleted in the unconditional surrender of Germany. So, 
too, the violence of World War III, the opening guns of 
which were fired in the Korean War, will bring about 
the complete collapse of the present world economy. July 
5-15, 1950 marked the beginning of the passing of prosper- 
ity and signalled the approach of the end of the road for 
Mammon. 








POTENT TIDINGS 


REGARDLESS OF the language diplomats may use in refer- 
ring to the present Korean conflict, and in speaking of 
those responsible for the invasion of South Korea, the 
truth is that from the very inception of that invasion the 
man on the street has been fully aware that our real enemy 
is Soviet Russia. Today the resentment against Russia is 
spreading throughout the length and breadth of our land 
and against those who have in the past been assisting this 
treacherous foe. The political stupidity of men high in 
public office and the treasonable acts of others are becom- 
ing known as men discuss the war and its consequences. 
Indignation is growing against those who have been 
responsible for turning China over to the Communists 
and assisting the Kremlin program for world conquest. 
Daniel speaks of certain tidings out of the East and 
North that are to trouble the leaders in the Kremlin: 


“What are these tidings, rumors or reports that come out of 
the east and the north to alarm Soviet Russia to the point of 
sending her forth in great fury to destroy as many as possible? 
The direction given is most interesting. Let us think in terms of 
the geographical position of the Soviet territory. Due east from 
Siberia is Alaska, which is American territory, and the North 
American Continent. Looking down upon the north pole on a 
globe of the world, it is easily recognized that due north of Soviet 
territory is over the polar region and points to the North Ameri- 
can Continent again. Thus, the point of the compass from which 
rumors or tidings are to come which will alarm the Soviets is de- 
fined by these east and north directional lines. It is from the 
North American Continent that tidings are to go out which will 
disturb the Soviets.’ (Study in Daniel, page 303.) 


Recognizing the prophetic significance of this reference 
to Russian reaction to developments taking place in the 
U. S. A. and Canada as a result of the sudden awakening 
on the part of our nations to the need to prepare for war 
against the evil aggression of Communism, the following 
outcome was forecast in Study in Daniel to follow warlike 
moves on the part of the Kremlin: 


““America would be rudely awakened to the imperative need 
to prepare for war and the result of that awakening would alarm 
the Soviets. In these factors there is an indication of the tidings 
from the east and the north that will disturb the leaders in the 
Kremlin.”’ (Study in Daniel, page 304.) 


This will result, according to Daniel, in the Soviets 
launching a furious attack against us. The Angel told 
Daniel: 


“‘Therefore he shall go forth with great fury to destroy, and ut- 
terly to make away many.”’ (Dan. 11: 44.) 


Ferrar Fenton renders this: 


“And he will proceed in great fury to destroy and devote [to 
doom] many.”’ 

Referring again to Study in Daniel: 

“Thus the Angel summarizes in one terse statement the com- 
ing gigantic world conflict in which two ideologies of government 
will face each other in mortal combat. Soviet Russia is depicted 
as making a furious attack upon the North American Continent 


as a result of the attitude taken by the United States against her 
evil aggression.” (Study in Daniel, page 305.) 


It is of special moment to take note that a great many 
Americans are already advocating a strike at the real 
enemy with atom bombs rather than continue to fight 
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isolated conflicts against lesser nations. A crystallization of 
such a resolution in the minds of Americans to the point of 
action would be most disturbing news to the Soviets and 
no doubt would be a major cause in compelling the men 
in the Kremlin to suddenly launch their all-out attack 
against us. 


TREASON WITHIN 


How suBTLE or stupid can those who are entrusted with 
the administration of the affairs of state become before 
the American public will rise in their wrath and demand 
they be brought to an accounting? In an editorial titled 
“Continuing Stupidity,” Destiny for June 1948, we said: 


*‘Destiny has consistently pointed to our absurd national policy 
of allowing war materials of all types and descriptions to be 
shipped to Russia. Have we forgotten so soon the results of hav- 
ing allowed scrap iron to reach Japan? We are now sending super 
American machine tools, electric equipment, drills, lathes and 
power plants to Russia. We received back from Japan missiles of 
destruction made from our scrap iron and we will be shortly 
receiving winged destruction made in Russia with our machine 
tools. Why should we provide the means by which the tyrants 
in Moscow can make weapons of destruction to kill our boys? 
Japan had to take the scrap iron we sent and turn it into useful 
weapons of war, but we are supplying Russia with finished, super 
equipment for the construction of munitions to wage aggressive 
war. 

“One almost despairs of intervention by our officials at Wash- 
ington to stop equipping Russia with the means to wage war 
against us. When they do move, it is to lock the barn door after 
the horse has been stolen. 

“Will American politicians never learn? Have they forgotten 
Pearl Harbor? It would seem that the event of December 7, 
1941 has been entirely erased from memory; apparently the shock 
of that Sunday’s attack upon us has had no lasting effect on our 
policymakers in Washington. Yet we are arming an enemy far 
more deadly to our future existence than Japan ever was. May 
God deliver us from the destruction planned by an enemy made 
strong as a result of the failure of our leaders to adequately pro- 
tect our national interests.”’ 


Years before 1948 Destiny was warning of the serious- 
ness of this situation, calling specific attention to the fact 
that we were equipping Russia for the day when she 
would be making war upon us with weapons fashioned 
from the material we were furnishing to her. That day 
has now arrived. 

The following item of news published in the Chicago 
Tribune for July 31, 1950 only confirms the situation to 
which Destiny referred, and about which warnings were 
published, although they were not taken seriously at the 
time: 

‘The Russian 60-ton tanks and other weapons mowing down 
our soldiers in Korea were manufactured, it was learned today, 
from American steel and other materials supplied to European 
nations by the United States and sold by them to the Soviet 
Union and satellite countries. 

“The Russian weapons that are superior to American weapons 
of the same type were developed, it turns out, by the 2,000 Ger- 
man scientists the Truman administration barred from the 
United States at the close of World War II but whom the Soviet 
Union grabbed. The bullet-repellent steel used in the forefront 
of the Russian 60-ton tank was developed by one of these German 
scientists. 

“According to figures obtained by Sen. Kem [R., Mo.] from 
the Commerce Department, the Marshall Plan beneficiaries sold 
to the Soviet bloc in 1949 alone several hundred million dollars 
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worth of steel, machinery, machine tools, and other articles use- 
ful in the production of arms. British sales aggregated more than 
100 million dollars. France sold more than 35 million and Bel- 
gium more than 54 million dollars worth. A large proportion of 
the material in each case was the gift of the United States to the 
Marshall Plan countries.” 


Roger W. Babson has asked the following pertinent 
questions: 


“Who on behalf of the United States consented at Yalta to the 
cutting in half of Korea, with Russia given control of the best 
developed industrial part of the country? 

“Who withdrew United States aid to Nationalist China be- 
cause Chiang Kai-shek refused to take Communists into his 
government? 

“Who denied the military importance of Korea and Formosa 
only a few months ago? 

“Who ordered the State Department files stripped of ‘deroga- 
tory’ information on employees as early as four years ago? 

“Who put Alger Hiss in high position at the formation of the 
United Nations and at the world-dividing conference at Yalta? 

“Who partitioned Germany so that the United States, Great 
Britain and France had no access to its main city and capital 
except by grace of the Russians? 

“Who withdrew our forces from Korea months ago? 

“Who failed to deliver what the non-Communist government 
(of Korea) asked in military supplies?” 


These questions will be answered before the present 
conflict is over and when they are the day of reckoning 
will have come for all those responsible for selling America 
— and, in fact, all peace-loving peoples — down the river. 
We make this prediction on the strength of Ezekiel’s 
prophecy as one result to follow Russian aggression — an 
aroused and indignant people turning upon and destroy- 
ing the power of those who have been responsible for 
despoiling them. May God hasten that day of judgment 
when justice will be meted out upon all who have betrayed 
their country and are responsible for the impasse which 
we now face. 

Because of all this, and coupled with the past blunder- 
ings of our present leaders, we may say that never before 
in the history of our nation have we embarked upon a 
conflict during which the public has had so little confidence 
in national leadership as is the case today. The record of 
past performances is not conducive to creating other than 
apprehension and alarm for fear that the blunders of the 
past will be repeated on a more destructive scale than 
ever before — and this in the face of a ruthless and deter- 
mined foe. 


WHICH: TERROR OR PEACE? 


Tue Unirep States Government has prepared a book on 
atomic bombing, setting forth information to be followed 
if one hopes to survive an atomic attack. The first edition 
of 10,000 copies was sold out at $1.25 each and more print- 
ings are to follow to fill the demand for this treatise. 

It is well to have this information, for knowledge of this 
kind can be of great value, particularly so if our nation 
refuses to comply with the conditions that would make 
such an attack upon us impossible. There is a Book, how- 
ever, selling for less than a dollar, that supplies the infor- 
mation which, if followed, would make it impossible for 
an enemy to use an atomic bomb against us. At best the 
instructions in the book released by our government can 
assure a small degree of protection only, for many who will 
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read and follow its directions will still lose their lives since 
there is no real defense against a direct hit, nor is there a 
place of safety within close proximity to the center of that 
explosion. 

Many who are rushing to secure this book telling them 
how to improve their chances of surviving an atomic at- 
tack are completely neglecting the information in the Book 
of Life which will tell them how to prevent such an attack 
altogether. This Book we call the Bible and it can be pur- 
chased for as little as fifty cents. In it will be found the way 
of life, showing how individuals and the nation can not 
only survive in this atomic age but completely escape the 
effects of a devastating atomic attack. The price for such 
security is set forth in the requirements of righteousness, 
in turning from our sinful practices, restoring His Sabbaths 
and keeping all His laws. 

Furthermore, instead of resting our salvation from de- 
struction on instructions that at best mean only the survival 
of a few while the many perish, we would do well to give 
heed to the more sure word of prophecy of which Peter 
was speaking when he said: 


“‘Whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, as unto a light that 
shineth in a dark place, until the day dawn, and the day star 
arise in your hearts.”’ (II Peter 1: 19.) 


If we will do this, then all who walk by faith need not 
fear for the future, even in an atomic age, for God will cer- 
tainly deliver all those who put their trust in Him from 
the coming evil and destruction. Moreover, He has prom- 
ised that, if our nation turns to Him in righteousness, no 
weapon formed against us shall prosper (Isa. 54: 17). Not 
even the atomic or hydrogen bomb would be allowed to 


be used against us under those conditions. This would be so 
because: 


“In righteousness shalt thou be established: thou shalt be far 
from oppression; for thou shalt not fear: and from terror; for it 
shall not come near thee.”’ (Isa. 54: 14.) 


On the other hand, the price we shall pay for neglecting 
this Book of books and for refusing to comply with its re- 
quirements for our present and future well-being will be 
terror and destruction such as only an atomic age can 
bring upon us. What will our choice be: the Message of 
righteousness, hope and peace or the message of terror? 


NO UNDERSTANDING 


WE WERE COMPLETELY unprepared to meet the situation 
when Russia elected to move in the Far East, using the 
North Korean troops to light the conflagration that is 
rapidly developing into World War III. In “Whose 
Responsibility?,”” Destiny for September 1950, it was 
pointed out that, since the commencement of the Korean 
war, it was being revealed that Mr. Truman alone bears 
the responsibility for today’s seeming weakness in our 
nation’s fighting forces. It was stated: 


“Party politics and the bid for continuation in office have taken 
precedence over national security, with funds voted by Congress 
for defense frozen by order of the White House.”’ 


Congress has now placed in the appropriation bill the 
granting of a loan of $62,500,000 to Spain. In signing the 
bill on September 6th, the President made it plain that 
he would not allow this loan to Spain to be made, despite 
the fact that Congress had authorized it. It is well known 
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to those who are aware of the behind-the-scenes subversive 
activities — with certain radio commentators giving voice 
to their propaganda — that Franco Spain is high on the 
list for liquidation. While the reason is stated to be that 
Franco was friendly with Hitler, actually he has never 
been forgiven by a minority group for having been instru- 
mental in defeating Communism in the civil strife in 
Spain. That seems to be the real reason for the vehement 
opposition to Spain today. 

We ourselves hold no brief for domestic conditions in 
Spain, but certainly they are not as evil and detrimental 
to the welfare of the individual as conditions are in satel- 
lite countries and behind the iron curtain. Yet no voice 
has been raised against giving them loans, or trading with 
these Communist countries. We gave China away to the 
Reds by our failure to assist the Nationalists. Is President 
Truman following the program of the advisors whose 
hatred of Spain makes them as blind to the military neces- 
sity of keeping Franco on our side as they were blind to the 
need of keeping China friendly? It looks that way. 

We need a friendly Spain on the Continent even more 
than we needed a friendly China — and the present con- 
flict in Korea shows how badly we needed a friendly 
China. Spain is a potential bulwark against Soviet Russian 
aggression in Europe and we should forget minor differ- 
ences and assist Franco to meet the coming Communist 
menace. If President Truman impounds the funds voted 
to assist Franco, will the price later be comparable, and 
perhaps greater, than we are now paying for the duplicity 
of our leaders who virtually invited the Reds to take over 
in the Far East? 

How wrong the President can be is clearly illustrated in 
a statement attributed to him over a year and a half ago, 
as published in Destiny for May 1949: 


“It is reported that when Representative Carl Vinson of 
Georgia, Chairman of the Armed Services Committee of the 
House, conferred with President Truman, asking him to support 
the 70-air group proposal, he told the President: 

** “More airplanes will help you in your dealings with Russia.’ 

“It is reported that the President replied: 

“**T don’t need any help in my dealings with Russia. I can tell 
you and everybody else on Capitol Hill that there is not going to 
be a war with Russia. She cannot fight for 10 or 15 years. That’s 
fiat.’ 

“*It would be wonderful assurance if the President were right 
in his estimate of the present international situation; only we are 
given to see by his attitude in such instances that the present head 
of the United States Government is simply being arrogant in his 
personal opinions. But while he permits himself to be blind to 
realities, he is actually playing with fire that may ignite a con- 
flagration which will be disastrous to the people of this great 
nation. 

“Furthermore, prophecy clearly points to the inevitability of a 
coming conflict between the East and the West, while Biblical 
chronology indicates that the President’s appraisal of its timing is 
completely out of step with the facts. With the head of our nation 
mentally unprepared for eventualities, how can he use the 
weighty influence at his disposal to prepare the nation for com- 
ing events?” 


A year and a half later — not ten or fifteen years — we 
graduated from a so-called cold war to a hot one. Regard- 
less of the diplomatic language used, we are fighting 
Soviet Russia and the President’s opposition to an ade- 
quate air force was playing with fire that has already 
ignited the conflagration that will prove to be disastrous 
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to us. While Soviet Russia is not at present sending her 
own army into the field against us, nevertheless, she js 
fighting us through conscripted mercenaries — men com- 
pelled by force to serve her interests under the label of 
“peoples’ democracies.”” As pointed out in Destiny for 
August 1950: 

“Let us be honest with ourselves and with each other, admitting 
that we are at war with Russia and have been for some time now. 
The developments in Korea are merely stepping up the intensity 
of the conflict, making clear what should have been understood 
long ago, that an evil aggressor has to be stopped.” 


A hundred and fifty million people are paying dearly 
for the lack of foresight on the part of their leaders in the 
death of husbands, fathers and sons who are now dying 
on far-away battlefields under the godless flag of the UN. 
But, lest we forget, a majority of that one hundred and 
fifty million people are also responsible for placing in 
office the type of leaders who have brought our nation to 
such an impasse. While less than fifty percent of the voting 
population cast their ballots in the last election, those who 
failed to exercise their right of franchise by casting the 
ballot are negatively responsible for electing to office the 
men who now head our government. Along with those 
who voted for these leaders, the non-voter must bear the 
responsibility for their election through his failure to go 
to the polls on election day. 


WHO IS PRESIDENT? 


Mr. TRUMAN SAID a few weeks ago that, as long as he is 
President, Louis Johnson would be Secretary of Defense. 
Mr. Johnson’s resignation has now been accepted. 

We believe President Truman was sincere when he 
made that remark. Why, then, did he accept Mr. Johnson’s 
resignation so soon afterward? 

As pointed out in “The Iniquitous Empire: A Great 
Mystery,” Destiny for March 1950, and in ‘World Rule 
in the Balance,” Destiny for June 1950, hidden forces are 
at work back of the scenes, compelling those holding public 
office — not excepting the President himself — to do their 
bidding. Is there pressure now upon President Truman, 
forcing him to act as he does? In Destiny for August 1949 
we said in part: 


**Recently Justice Frankfurter, in reply to a question as to who 
really runs the United States, answered, “The real rulers of a na- 
tion are undiscoverable.’ This is in conformity with a similar 
statement made by Disraeli when he was Prime Minister of 
Great Britain: 

***The world is governed by very different personages from 
what is imagined by those who are not behind the scenes.’ 

“It is imperative that loyal Americans take a look behind the 
scenes; when they do they will demand that these invisible rulers 
be dethroned. Unless this is done soon, the liberty and freedom 
our forefathers hoped to establish as a heritage for their children 
forever, when they left foreign shores and sailed to this North 
American Continent to found a new nation, will be destroyed by 
radical parasites who thrive upon the efforts and production of 
others. 

“Our Chief Executive seems to have become a victim of the 
vicious program of these personages behind the scenes, which 
may account for his left-wing tendencies and the proposed radical 
legislation which he so strongly advocates. . . . Powerful forces 
are moving to destroy our American way of life and it is dis- 
quieting and even alarming to realize that they apparently have 
the ear of the President of the United States so that they can 
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exert a marked influence on his appointments and his program.” 


Destiny in the past has pointed out the tremendous 
influence that Supreme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter 
exercises over the affairs of state. The Chicago Tribune 
for May 29, 1950, in an article exposing one phase of these 
subversive activities, reported: 


“A person with highest State Department connections identi- 
fied these three (Frankfurter, Lehman and Morgenthau) as the 
secret government of the United States. Frankfurter was pic- 
tured as the most powerful man in the government, reaching 
into the White House with his proteges.”’ 


In Williams Intelligence Summary for September 1950, Mr. 
Robert H. Williams alludes to the operations of these hid- 
den forces as follows: 


“America will continue to lose on the diplomatic battlefields, 
our soldiers will continue to suffer knifing in the back, we will be 
drawn deeper and deeper into the United Nations world power 
machine and we will pass into a complete Communist-type ter- 
rorist state here at home, unless we can break up the Anti- 
Defamation League and its affiliate, the Frankfurter-Zionist 
network in the government. 

“The imminence of wartime controls compels serious thinking. 
Frankfurter has reportedly hundreds of agents in positions of in- 
fluence, chiefly, we are told, just below the top rung, not so many 
of the famous political figureheads, but a very great many of the 
anonymous men and women in the key executive jobs who ac- 
tually run the bureaus — men like the long hidden, recently ex- 
posed David K. Niles (Neyhus), who spends the first three days 
of each week at the President’s back, steering him on behalf of 
the Frankfurter-Anti-Defamation League ‘secret government.’ 

“The mutuality of interests between the Anti-Defamation 
League and the Frankfurter net and policies is betrayed on every 
hand. 

“Any newspaper publisher who begins to expose Frankfurter 
— even though never hinting that he is Jewish or related to the 
Jewish machine — is promptly called on by the Anti-Defamation 
League. Not long ago a famous weekly publication began criticiz- 
ing Frankfurter for promoting Marxism in America. Though the 
criticism was dignified and gave no hint of Frankfurter’s relation- 
ship to the racial conspiracies of Communism and Zionism, the 
publisher immediately suffered a storm of abuse and threats. 
His advertisers were harassed by scores of telephone calls, in- 
sisting that they quit advertising in the publication. One adver- 
tiser received approximately 300 abusive calls. The campaign 
reportedly was directed by three Jews, whose names were known 
to the publisher. More than half of his advertising came from 
Jewish sources. He said, ‘I’ve got to quit criticising Frankfurter 
or go broke. I can’t do any good if I go broke. I have to stay in 
business.’ 

“The American patriot who tried to defend his country against 
the immigrant Marxists was beaten down and silenced by them.” 


Why is it so imperative to campaign to prevent the truth 
from being made known? Is it because of the fear of expo- 
sure? It is certain that this type of activity to prevent the 
public from being made acquainted with the facts is in line 
with the program as stated to Dr. William A. Wirt in the 
spring of 1934: 

“When Dr. Wirt asked how they would keep the people from 
knowing they were retarding recovery, he was told the finger of 
scorn would be pointed at the traitorous opposition and they 
would be made the goats. The police power of government would 
be used to crack down on the opposition. 

“Propaganda was to be used as a most effective weapon and a 
control would be exerted over newspapers and magazines through 
advertising. The power of investigation was to be used to keep 
financiers and businessmen in line. The masses would be con- 
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trolled by the psychology of empty stomachs. Doles and loans 
were to be used in the control of political power and the farmers 
kept in line by feeding them out of the public trough.” (Destiny 
for January 1950.) 


The Chicago Tribune has not escaped this type of abuse as 
a result of publishing the facts quoted earlier in this edi- 
torial. It is only through a press free to publish the news 
without fear of reprisals that the public can be kept in- 
formed. These incidents clearly show that, under the pres- 
sure of a powerful minority, a free press is no longer in 
existence in the United States of America. As Mr. Williams 
states, ““The American patriot who tried to defend his 
country against Marxists was beaten down and silenced by 
them.” 

In the general over-all plan, it is essential to the rulers 
of the hidden empire that Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson be ousted. President Truman was evidently com- 
pelled to acquiese in the desire of these hidden dictators. 
Mr. Williams states further: 


‘Pearson and Winchell {long known as the radio mouthpieces 
for the Anti-Defamation League] protected the Frankfurter- 
Acheson Zionist program by maligning for months the late Secre- 
tary of Defense Forrestal, who was then trying to protect Ameri- 
can interests in the Near East against Zionist threats and was 
trying to build auxiliaries to local police throughout the country 
to prevent sabotage and revolution. 

“‘Now Pearson is maligning, by falsehoods and distortions, 
Secretary of Defense Johnson, whose backbone is stiffening in 
trying to defend America against Acheson’s subversive policies, 
such as the abandonment of Formosa, the continued refusal to 
accept Spain as an ally, and the continued stalling in rearming 
West Germany as an ally. 


“Frankfurter-ADL agents will come into great, perhaps in- 
vincible power, if the President is given full wartime controls. An 
illustration of what we may expect on a grand scale is shown by 
an incident just after the recent war. Revolutionaries holding of- 
fices in the OPA bureau went armed with pistols to a filling sta- 
tion operator who refused to be coerced by some order they had 
issued, and arrested him just as Stalin’s MVD might have done. 
They had no police authority whatsoever, but they armed them- 
selves and did the job and never were punished. 

‘This incident happened after the war. In a long war, we must 
fear that the bureaus, highly organized, directed by fanatical, 
trained Zionists in the Frankfurter-ADL conspiracy, will arm 
themselves at will and prevent Americans from getting together 
to defend themselves, while ADL and Communist goons terror- 
ize newspapers and broadcasting stations and leaders who at- 
tempt to protest. This is the technique of revolution.” 


It should be borne home to every patriotic American 
that those who are thus exercising a hidden control over 
our nation are not at all interested or concerned as to the 
number of Americans who may die on the battlefield to 
maintain their power and to further their evil aims. Mr. 
Williams’ report on the situation in the Far East shows 
why the Frankfurter-Acheson clique demanded the re- 
moval of Mr. Johnson as Secretary of Defense: 


“‘The important thing as regards the war in Asia is not whether 
Red China intervenes. but whether the President will stop fear- 
ing and appeasing Moscow and take the initiative; especially, 
whether the President will aid and use the anti-Communist ele- 
ments in Communist-occupied and threatened countries, or will 
continue to throw the burden on American GIs. 

**Truman has prohibited Chiang from aiding the 400,000 to 
600,000 anti-Communist guerrillas inside China. Now he crosses 
up MacArthur, knifes our soldiers in the back, by saying he will 
withdraw the Seventh Fleet from Formosan waters when the 
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fighting in Korea is over. This is in effect an offer to Moscow that 
we will give the Reds Formosa if Moscow will not throw Red 
China into Korea against us. 

“MacArthur says we must hold Formosa or fight a war on the 
Pacific Coast. 

“Truman has allowed the Frankfurter-Acheson-Anti-Defama- 
tion League subversives to steer him into such a maze of blind 
alleys that he can’t see his way out. Now, if he aids the Chinese 
guerrillas, Stalin likely will throw the Chinese Red Armies 
against us in Korea. 

“That would not necessarily be a thing for the President to 
fear if he would make use of the untold millions of Chinese Na- 
tionalists. Many Chinese generals were taken, together with 
their armies, by bribery; they would as soon or rather come back 
to Chiang’s side if Chiang offered them gold. America has the 
gold. These generals and their armies fight for hire; they have no 
love for Mao Tse-Tung and his small nucleus of disciplined 
Communists. 

“‘The Reds are beginning to destroy the ancient family culture 
of China. The people are disturbed. Now is the time to launch a 
full-scale propaganda campaign against the Reds, and soon 
thereafter to land Chinese Nationalist divisions on suitable ap- 
proaches on the South and Southeast coasts of China. ‘The pres- 
ence of these divisions on the mainland would enable anti-Com- 
munist Chinese to filter in and rally behind Nationalist lines, 
where they could be organized, armed and trained. It would also 
enlarge and facilitate the flow of aid to guerrillas throughout 
China. 

“MacArthur should be in complete charge of Asiatic opera- 
tions, including psychological warfare and guerrilla aid. 

“Chinese armies can be equipped and maintained at a very 
small per cent of the cost of sending American troops. By or- 
ganizing and directing the Nationalists we could presently 
begin to turn back the tide of aggression, not only in China, but 
throughout Asia, perhaps so hampering and discrediting the 
Soviets as to take the heat off Europe. 

“If Truman continues to appease and wait, to act only after 
the enemy has attacked, we will soon be spread out all over 
Europe and Asia, perhaps bogged down in an endless and point- 
less war in China, without ever coming to grips with the Red 
Army of the U.S.S.R. 

“Apparently Mr. Truman is not going to adopt any such in- 
telligent policies unless and until Congress or pressure has 
carved out of the government the Frankfurter-Acheson-Anti- 
Defamation League Red octopus. Congress should carve it out 
or impeach the President. Every day of delay will cost the lives 
of sons on future battlefields.” 


Unfortunately for the welfare of the United States, Presi- 
dent Truman is but a babe in the woods in the hands of 
these scheming men. His personality, and even his stub- 
bornness, have played directly into their hands, enabling 
them to carry out their evil plans without hindrance. 


DEALING WITH THE ENEMY 


GENERAL Doucias MacArTHuR made an excellent and 
convincing military statement of the reason why we should 
not allow Formosa to fall into Communist hands. Presi- 
dent Truman tried to intercept its publication and prevent 
the American people from becoming acquainted with the 
General’s views, but we believe the President’s failure to 
prevent these facts from becoming known was Providen- 
tial. 

In his news column of August 26, 1950, Ray Tucker 
stated that Cabinet members and other officials have 
refused to protest publicly against policies they knew 
were wrong, stating: 

“‘The President frightened his aides into silence when he dis- 
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ciplined such admirable public servants as Admiral Louis E, 
Denfeld, former chief of naval operations, and Admiral Joel T. 
Boone, former White House physician and a medical chief in the 
Defense Department. 

“‘Denfeld was fired summarily when he told a congressional 
committee of the collapse of our naval strength and Boone was 
demoted for revealing defects in his department. 

‘“‘Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, who succeeded Denfeld, has 
had to agree to a program which he must know is disastrous. It 
has already proved to be such in Korea.”’ 


The tragedy in it all is the disastrous effect this is to have 
upon our nation in the months ahead. The President has 
surrounded himself with “‘yes” men and has silenced all 
who dare speak up in the interests of the welfare and 
defense of their country. As the deepening shadows of the 
Red Woe begin to engulf the world, a “little man,” not 
too sure of himself, tightens the reins on his subordinates 
to prevent them from warning of the approaching hour of 
crisis. 

But the pay-off in all this is the revelation of the State 
Department’s secret agreement with the enemy, as pub- 
lished in the Wall Street Journal of September 2nd. Just as 
the State Department is responsible for turning China 
over to the Reds, and bringing about our defeats in the 
Far East, so now they propose to turn Formosa over to 
the rulers of Red China. In a secret agreement with the 
Chinese Red Rulers the State Department has promised 
that the United States will not take over Formosa, or hold 
military bases there. 

General MacArthur pointed out that we must, for the 
safety of our own shores, control the chain of islands 
extending in an arc from the Aleutians to the Marianas. 
He stated that this line of defense is a natural one and can 
be maintained with a minimum of military effort and 
expense. He said further, “If we hold this line, we may 
have peace — lose it and war is inevitable.” Formosa is 
in the center of that group of islands. 

The General stated that Formosa in the hands of a 
power unfriendly to the United States would constitute a 
salient in the very center of this defensive perimeter. 
Enlarging upon this, he stated further: 


**Formosa in the hands of such a hostile power could be com- 
pared to an unsinkable aircraft carrier and a submarine tender 
ideally located to accomplish offensive strategy and at the same 
time checkmate defensive or counteroffensive operations by 
friendly forces based on Okinawa and the Philippines.” 


President Truman did not want this information to be 
made public. Why? It was because of the secret deal with 
the Chinese Reds, and as stated by the Wall Street Journal: 


“It is now clear why the White House excitedly demanded that 
General Douglas MacArthur withdraw his statement of this week 
that the United States must safeguard Formosa for its own mili- 
tary security.” 


Washington’s endeavor to appease Communist China 
by weaking our defenses is in line with giving Soviet 
Russia control of all territory surrounding Berlin, leaving 
no corridor for us to use in a foolish endeavor to show 
Moscow we really trusted her. What a price we are pay- 
ing for such asininity and a fearful price will be exacted 
from us if the above secret agreement is carried out with 
Red China. Chamberlain’s appeasement of Hitler at 
Munich was at least made in a time of peace and for the

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Dangerous Fallacies 


“Freedom From Fear” and “Freedom From Want”

ears ago— that the four fundamental freedoms 
necessary to the preservation of human liberty and 
free enterprise are: 1) Freedom From Fear, 2) Freedom 
From Want, 3) Freedom Of Religion, and 4) Freedom Of 
Speech — has done more to undermine and destroy the 
American structure of individual and political liberty and 
free enterprise than have any of the various proposals from 
our leaders put forward during the past two decades. 

Whatever may have been the purposes of the pro- 
ponents of this dangerous postulate, the fact remains that 
its widespread reception as the basis of individual liberty 
and free enterprise has clouded the thinking of an enor- 
mous number of Americans, and has brought about a 
world-wide misconception of just what is Americanism, 
and just what are the fundamental requisites of a sound 
and dependable structure of human liberty. 

It seems wise, therefore, to call attention to the fallacies 
of the first two freedoms thus put forward as the basis of 
a free society. 

The last two freedoms mentioned, namely; “‘Freedom of 
Religion”? and “Freedom of Speech,” are, of course, not 
questioned. They are recognized as fundamental in the 
Constitution of the United States and in practically every 
Bill of Rights adopted by the several states of the Union. 
The Constitution (in its first Amendment) expressly pro- 
vides for their maintenance when it says: 


Te SUGGESTION MADE by Franklin D. Roosevelt some 
y 


“Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging 
the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government for a 
redress of grievances.” 


“Of” anda **From’”’ 


The distinction between the words “of” and “from” 
must be constantly borne in mind; always it must be ap- 
preciated that the chief danger to human liberty lies, not 
in the danger of foreign aggression, but in the ever- 
present danger of the tyranny of domestic government. 

In order to safeguard the American people against 
this danger of governmental tyranny, the Constitution 
established a government of limited powers; and repeatedly 
imposed specific limitations on what government could do. 
In the First Amendment it expressly forbade government 
to impair or defeat the inherent, God-given, individual 
rights of Religious Freedom, of Freedom of Speech, of 
Freedom of the Press, and of Freedom of Assembly. This 
Amendment asserts the existence of these individual 
rights and withholds from government the power to pro- 
hibit or prevent their free and orderly exercise. In pro- 
hibiting the government to make any law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, it substantially forbids Congress to enact any legis- 
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lation designed to enforce the first two of the Ten Com- 
mandments, which two deal with man’s duties to God. 

Other provisions of the Constitution, and of the Federal 
Bill of Rights (the first ten Amendments to the Constitu- 
tion), do provide for the safeguarding of ‘‘Freedoms From.” 
Thus we are Constitutionally safeguarded against (or 
from) unreasonable searches and seizures; from trial for 
an infamous crime in any way except on presentment or 
indictment by a Grand Jury and trial by a Petit Jury; 
from being placed twice in jeopardy for the same offence; 
from being compelled to testify against oneself; and in 
numerous other ways. 

In all of these “‘Freedoms From,” the Constitutional pro- 
visions assuring them are essentially limitations on the powers 
of government. In no case are they the positive assertion of a 
God-given, individual right, or a grant of new or further 
power to the government. They recognize the existence 
of inherent rights, and protect their free exercise by for- 
bidding government to impair or defeat them in certain 
specific ways. 

Any grant of new or further power to government is, to 
that extent, an impairment of political liberty and free 
enterprise. 


Liberty Defined 
Individual liberty may be defined as: 


“The sum of the God-given, individual rights withheld from 
governmental defeat or impairment.” 


Political liberty may be defined as: 


“Individual liberty (as above defined) plus the sum of the limi- 
tations imposed on Government, plus the sum of the safeguards 
assuring the continued and indefeasible sovereignty of the people 
over their governmental agencies.” 


“Freedoms Of” and “Freedoms From” 


With these definitions in mind, it must be apparent that, 
in order to safeguard liberty, the distinction between 
“Freedoms of” and ‘‘Freedoms from’’ is a most important 
one. 


“Freedom Of” 


‘Freedom of” is an assertion of our God-given, inherent, 
individual rights, with which each human being has been 
directly endowed by the Creator in equal measure, as inci- 
dent to the equal humanity of each. Governmental agen- 
cies are established to secure these inherent rights equally 
to each and every human being subject to their jurisdic- 
tion; and to assure to each an equal opportunity for their 
orderly exercise. 

“Freedoms of” in the Constitution withhold from govern- 
ment the power to defeat or impair them, or to defeat or 
impair the free and orderly exercise of these rights along 
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lines of individual choice. Under the terms of the Declara- 
tion of Independence it is stated that: 


“To secure these rights, governments are established among 
men.” 


It should be noticed that governments are established 
to secure these God-given, individual rights — not to secure 
any other claimed or alleged rights. 


“Freedom From” 


But “Freedoms from” (in the Constitution) apply only 
to specific actions that may impair or defeat our funda- 
mental rights. They are essentially limitations on the 
exercise of certain powers entrusted to government; pro- 
hibiting the government from using its entrusted powers 
to defeat or impair our inherent individual rights in certain 
specified ways; and are generally applicable to certain 
governmental actions which, in the past, have been fre- 
quently used by governments to impair individual or 
political freedom. 

They recognize that government might claim, with some 
show of justice, that, under the general powers entrusted 
to government, it was authorized to do these specific 
things; but forbid the government to do them under any 
such general claim. They are not positive assertions of 
inherent individual rights, but merely embody restric- 
tions on governmental authority to regulate the orderly 
exercise of inherent rights. 


Freedom From Fear and Want 


In the light of these principles and definitions, it is 
wise to consider just what is the significance of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s “Freedom From Fear” and ‘‘Freedom From Want.” 
If the government is to assure to each of its citizens free- 
dom from fear and freedom from want, how can it do 
this? What would be the effects of its attempting to do it? 
Does the authority to do this confer upon the govern- 
mental agencies new and dangerous powers which may 
destroy individual and political liberty? 


Freedom From Fear 


Just what is meant by a governmental guarantee of 
freedom from fear? Does this mean that we should cease 
to worry about our foreign relations; by reason of the 
undertaking of the government to take care of them, and 
to assure to the people that all foreign relations will be 
so handled by the government that fear of foreign aggres- 
sion will be unjustified and unnecessary? 

In that case the government, being solely and exclu- 
sively entrusted with the general power, not only to de- 
fend us against foreign aggression, but to guarantee us 
against any fear of foreign aggression, would necessarily 
be empowered to take any action, and to do whatever the 
governmental agents thought necessary or advisable, to 
make good on this guarantee. Would not this be a blanket 
grant of power to government to use the national power 
and resources in any way that the governmental agents 
decided was expedient in order to safeguard us from fear, 
so that the people would cease to control our national 
relations with other peoples? 

Would not the government thereupon be authorized 
to make all such expenditures, to do all such acts, to 
control and regiment the people, to direct and regulate 
our national economy in any desired way, and to do 
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whatever the governmental agents declared was necessary 
or advisable to assure the fulfillment of this guarantee? 
Would it not mean that the American people would then 
lose all power to decide on the amount of money to be 
expended for armament and defense, all power to contro} 
the size and functions of military, naval and air forces, 
all power to decide for themselves whether and when the 
youth of the country should be drafted for foreign or 
other service? Would this not mean that our government 
would at once become absolute and totalitarian so far 
as foreign relations are concerned? Certainly this would 
constitute a complete transfer to government of absolute 
power over the National Purse and the National Sword; 
which Patrick Henry declared was the very definition of 


despotism. 
Fear of Despotism 


Moreover, a governmental guarantee of “Freedom 
From Fear” goes far beyond the danger of foreign aggres- 
sion. To grant to the government the authority to guar- 
antee freedom from fear would have even more far-reach- 
ing and dangerous effects upon the American people in 
their domestic affairs than in reference to foreign rela- 
tions. It would endanger our individual and political 
liberties from internal action, more than from foreign 
relations. 

The greatest danger to individual and political liberty 
lies in the unremitting efforts of rulers to gain more and 
more power over the people. A governmental guarantee 
of freedom from fear on the part of the people would 
largely destroy patriotism. The attitude of the average 
citizen would doubtless be, “‘Why should I worry over 
alleged dangers to liberty or to free enterprise, when the 
government has guaranteed to me freedom from fear. 
Let the Government attend to that.” Such a governmental 
guarantee would lull the people into indifference and tend 
to destroy the vigilance which must always be exercised 
by a free people if they desire to preserve their freedom. 

The results of such a guarantee would foster a spirit of 
lassitude on the part of the people in regard to the actions 
and the powers of our domestic government. Limitations 
on the powers of government would not be insisted on or 
enforced; and gradually the domestic government would 
be permitted to exercise any powers that it desired. We 
would inevitably drift into totalitarianism and personal 
and political liberty would be wiped out, as it has been 
wiped out in all nations who grant to their rulers unlimited 
and despotic powers. 

There can be no individual or political liberty where 
government is permitted to exercise unlimited power, or 
where government is allowed to determine the extent of 
its own authority. There can be no free enterprise unless 
the powers of government are limited, and unless those 
limitations can be enforced. 

No matter how benevolent a ruler may be, the entrust- 
ment to him of absolute and unrestricted power will 
eventually result in his becoming a tyrant. It is stated 
that, as a young man, Nero was regarded as one of the 
ablest and most exemplary young citizens of the Roman 
Empire; but when he was made Emperor, and was au- 
thorized to exercise unlimited power, he became one of 
the most notorious and cruel rulers in the history of the 
world. Tacitus said 19 centuries ago: “‘Lust of power is the 
most flagrant of all passions” (Annals, Book xv, Sec. 53). 
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Preventing Government Tyranny 


The only certain way to prevent governmental injustice 
or oppression is to withhold from the governmental agents 
the power to commit injustice or oppression; or to so 
limit their powers as to minimize the dangers of such 
action; and to provide the machinery for restraining 
them from such acts or from exceeding their entrusted 
authority. That is the procedure that was followed by the 
founders of the United States. They expressly withheld 
from the Federal Government the power to do certain 
things; they imposed limitations on the powers granted to 
government, and on the exercise of those powers; and they 
established courts authorized to enjoin government from 
exceeding its entrusted authority. 

The Constitution nowhere confers upon government 
any unlimited power. Certain limitations are imposed on 
the exercise of all, as through the Preamble, which de- 
clares the purposes for which the delegated powers can 
be used; and in nearly every instance of a granted power, 
specific limitations are imposed on its exercise. 

Thomas Jefferson once said: 


“In questions of power, talk to me no more of confidence in 
man, but bind him down from mischief by the chains of the 
Constitution.” 


And the statement still remains true that “Eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty.”” This means that the powers 
of government should be limited by an enforceable, 
written Constitution, and that the people should always 
be suspicious of any attempt by government to enlarge 
its powers; for, to the extent that governmental power is 
increased, to that extent is liberty decreased. 

When the American people agree that government 
shall be entrusted with the task of guaranteeing them 
against its own tyranny, and thus wipe out the vigilance 
on the part of the people that is necessary for the preserva- 
tion of liberty, then we shall have become totalitarian, 
and our government will be purely despotic. To trust 
government to secure us against its own aggressions would 
correspond to the lamb’s relying on the lion to safeguard 
it against that same lion’s rapacity. 

We need no governmental guarantee of freedom from 
fear; rather, our need is that the American people should 
ever increase their distrust of, and watchfulness over, 
government; their opposition to further concentration 
of powers in the government; the continued imposition 
and enforcement of limitations on the powers of govern- 
ment. We need unremitting fear of despotism and unre- 
mitting effort to prevent undue aggregation of powers in 
our rulers. 

When we tamely consent that we will depend upon our 
government to guarantee us against its own tyranny, 
we shall have lost our political liberty, and we will in- 
evitably become the pawns of government. We shall 
then become a slave people. 

It would be well for us to recall these words of the 
Psalmist: 

“Put not your trust in princes, 

Nor in the son of man, in whom there is no help.” (Psalm 
146: 3.) 
And the words of Mary in the Magnificat: 


“He hath put down princes from their thrones, 
And hath exalted them of low degree.” (Luke 1: 52.) 
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Freedom From Want 


A governmental guarantee of “Freedom From Want” 
is absurd and is destructive of economic liberty and free 
enterprise in the same way that the guarantee of ““Freedom 
From Fear” is destructive of political liberty. If the gov- 
ernment is to guarantee to each of its citizens freedom from 
want, then it is obvious that, in order to make good on 
this guarantee, the government must direct and control 
all the activities of each of its citizens throughout their 
lives. 

In order to obtain the means for fulfilling such a guar- 
antee, the government must necessarily take them from 
the people themselves, for that is the only source from 
which government can secure funds for any purpose. To 
secure a sufficient sum to carry out such a program, the 
government must be able to control and direct the ac- 
tivities of every citizen in every walk of life, and to take 
from each such proportion of the wealth that he individu- 
ally has earned, as the government may wish. 

That such a guarantee is impossible of performance, 
no matter what is done or attempted, is proven by the 
words of Jesus, when He said, ““The poor always ye have 
with you” (John 12: 8). 


The Equality of Individual Rights 
a 


The Inequality of Individual Powers 


1) THe DecLaRATION OF INDEPENDENCE — While all 
human beings have equal inherent rights, each has a dis- 
parity or inequality of powers or talents; and different 
men have different ambitions and energies. This diversity 
of powers is recognized in the Declaration of Independence 
which, while it asserts that all men are created equal (that 
is, with equal rights), continues to state that: 


“To secure these rights, Governments are established among 
men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned.” 


If all men had equal powers and talents — if all were 
equally strong — each could equally defend his rights; 
but the inequality of powers and talents calls for the estab- 
lishment of government to secure to each and all an 
equality of rights and an equality of opportunity for the 
orderly exercise of those rights; so as to protect the weak 
in the enjoyment of their equal aanevent rights against 
the aggressions of the strong. 

2) Tue Vircinia Bit oF Reem The first section 
of the Virginia Bill of Rights states the facts even more 
clearly than does the Declaration of Independence. The 
Virginia Bill of Rights, in its first section, says: 

“That all men are by nature equally free and independent 
and have certain inherent rights, of which, when they enter into 
a state of society, they cannot, by any compact, deprive or divest 
their posterity: Namely, the enjoyment of life and liberty, with 
the means of acquiring and possessing property, and pursuing 
and obtaining happiness and safety.” 


Basic Principles of Americanism 


Americanism recognizes the equality of the inherent 
rights with which each human being has been directly 
endowed by the Creator. Our government was established 
to secure this equality of rights and to assure to each an 
equality of opportunity for their orderly exercise along 
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lines of his individual choice; so long as he does not thereby 
defeat or impair the similar and equal rights of others. 

While our government was designed to enforce this 
equality of rights and opportunity, it nevertheless has no 
authority, either expressed or implied, to guarantee to any 
citizen the results of the free exercise of his inherent rights. 
It has no authority to regulate or restrain his individual 
exercise of these inherent, individual rights along lines of 
his own choice, except to the extent necessary for the pro- 
tection of the equal and similar rights of others. 


Americanism and Free Enterprise 


Each citizen of the United States may choose his own 
line of activity and pursue the same. He may desire to 
become a great musician, or sculptor, or painter, or lawyer, 
or doctor, or engineer. He may wish to farm, or to enter 
into business or manufacturing, or to work for wages, or 
to engage in shipping. 

While the American government secures these rights 
to each citizen, it does not guarantee that one who takes 
up the study of music will become a great musician, or 
that another will be a great doctor, or lawyer, or artist, 
or sculptor, or farmer, or manufacturer. To the man 
who desires to enter business and accumulate wealth, 
the government guarantees that he shall have the right 
to do this; but it does not guarantee that he will make a 
success of that business, or that he will earn a fortune 
(or even a competency) from his business efforts. It does 
not assure or guarantee the results of any citizen’s efforts, 
whatever line those efforts may follow. 

Free enterprise must assure to each citizen the results 
of his own efforts. As a part of the governmental guarantee 
that each may exercise his own rights along lines of his 
own choice (so long as he does not defeat or impair the 
equal and similar rights of others), the American govern- 
ment has the duty of assuring to each citizen the results of his 
individual efforts, whatever line he may follow. Thus, in 
literature, painting, sculpture, science, etc., the govern- 
ment safeguards this enjoyment of a man’s right to the 
benefit of his own efforts through the Copyright and Patent 
Laws, etc. Similarly, to the man undertaking business 
enterprises, the government has the duty to assure to him 
the enjoyment of the results of his business efforts; pro- 
vided only that he has achieved those results under and in 
conformity with the laws enacted by the government for 
the protection of the equal rights of others. 

If and when government seizes the results of the efforts 
and legal activities of one citizen, and attempts under 
any device to confer the results of that citizen’s efforts on 
some other citizen or group of citizens, it is violating the 
fundamental object for which it was established; namely, 
to secure equally the rights of all. 

When a government guarantees to every citizen freedom 
from want, it is necessarily committing itself to the pro- 
cedure of taking from one citizen the results of his own 
efforts (to which he is entitled under our theory and 
governmental plan) and transferring those results (or 
some of them) to another citizen. To carry out such ac- 
tion, and to enable the government even to attempt to 
effectuate such a plan, the government must control, 
regulate and direct the activities of each and all of its citi- 
zens so as to enable it to fulfill its economic guarantee 
to all. The only kind of government that could conceivably 
carry out such a guarantee of “Freedom From Want’’ is 
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a totalitarian government. It could not be done in any 
government where individual and political liberty are to 
be safeguarded; because such a guarantee necessitates the 
destruction of the foundations of such liberties by depriv- 
ing the individual citizen of his inherent right to choose 
his own line of endeavor and to enjoy the fruits of his 
individual labor. Such governmental action would com- 
pletely destroy free enterprise because it would wipe out 
the individual freedom which is its foundation stone. 


Foredoomed to Failure 


There are a number of reasons why governmental 
guarantee of freedom from want is impracticable and is 
foredoomed to failure. Among these reasons are the 
following: 


1) THe Prima Curse ON MANKIND — The advocates 
of the recognition and adoption of “Freedom From 
Want” as a God-given, inherent right of each human being 
apparently overlook the fact that the primal curse imposed 
by the Deity on mankind absolutely negatives and pre- 
cludes any such idea. 

When Adam and Eve were expelled from the Garden 
of Eden, God said to Adam: 


“Cursed is the ground for thy sake; in éoil shalt thou eat of 
it all the days of thy life; . . . In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou eat bread, till thou return unto the ground.” (Gen. 3: 17 
and 19.) 


Man has been Divinely condemned to toil “‘all the days 
of thy life’ and he must eat bread “‘in the sweat of thy 
face” — and not in the sweat of another’s face — “till 
thou return unto the ground.” Man will always require 
and want food. The Deity has said that he can secure food 
only by his own individual toil and sweat. Government 
cannot relieve him from this Divinely-imposed curse. It 
cannot free him from want or from the fear of want; nor 
can it free him from the necessity for individual toil. 

All inherent individual rights are direct endowments 
from the Creator to each human being in equal measure. 
Certainly God has given to no human being the inherent 
right of freedom from want. On the contrary, He has 
implanted in each human being a continuing and im- 
perative need for food, and has ordained that man shall 
toil for that food all the days of his life, and shall eat it 
in the sweat of his own face. 


2) Tue Destruction or INDIVIDUAL AMBITION AND 
INITIATIVE — A governmental guarantee of freedom from 
want would practically wipe out the chief incentives to 
individual effort and enterprise. 

The lazy man would refuse to work on the ground that 
the government had guaranteed to provide for him; and 
that it would be unnecessary and foolish to work, this being 
the case. 

The energetic man would be unwilling to work because 
he could not enjoy the fruits of his individual efforts, but 
would be deprived of those fruits (either in whole or part) 
by the government so that it could take care of the drones. 

The only remaining inducement to the labor necessary 
to produce the wealth and food to enable the government 
to fulfill its guarantee would be the use of governmental 
force; which would be exercised, not in permitting each 
individual to choose and follow his own line of work, but 
in forcing each individual to work at such labor or vocation

as the government ordered. This would mean that the 
great mass of the people would be reduced to slavery or 
involuntary servitude. They would have to operate as 
slave labor under the direction and forceful control of 
their governmental masters; as is today largely the case in 
Russia and other Communist and Communist-controlled 
countries. 

It should be remembered that the felon who is serving 
a life term in the penitentiary is guaranteed “‘freedom 
from want” by the State. He is assured of food, clothing, 
heat and shelter for the remainder of his life. But the con- 
dition of his attaining this economic security is that he 
forfeits all of his individual and political freedom, and is 
forced to work at such labor as his governmental overseers 
may direct. 

3) Tue Futity or Any REDISTRIBUTION OF WEALTH — 
The proponents of “‘Freedom From Want” as an inherent, 
God-given, individual right that is to be guaranteed by 
government often advocate that there be a “redistribution 
of wealth,” either directly or through discrimination in 
taxation on the basis of the variations in the amount of 
individual income, or in some other way. 

Let us suppose that all the wealth of all the American 
people should today be redistributed, so that each citizen 
would have exactly the same amount of wealth. If that 
could be done, is it not inevitable that, within a week, 
some would have acquired a part of the wealth allotted 
to others, through trading of some kind, or in some other 
way; so that a new redistribution would have to be made 
weekly in order to maintain an equality of wealth in each 
for another seven days? | 

Governmental redistribution of all the national wealth 
would produce no new wealth. It would simply change the 
individual ownership of existing wealth. New wealth 
can be created only by individual labor. 

Such a redistribution would discourage any production 
of new wealth. It would remove the chief incentive to 
individual labor. ‘“The haves” would feel the uselessness 
of further effort on realizing that the fruits of their labor 
would be turned over to others. ““The have-nots” would 
cease to labor because they would expect that their needs 
and wants would be met by government; and this view 
would doubtless continue until there remained no further 
wealth to be redistributed. 

Few slogans are more popular politically than that of: 
“Soak the Rich— Deprive them of their ‘ill-gotten 
gains.’ ’’ But it is noticeable that so-called “ill-gotten gains” 
are always the gains of “‘the other fellow”; and it matters 
little to the “‘have-nots”’ how the other fellow acquired his 
gains — whether legally and honorably, or by crookedness 
and fraud. It is always “‘the other fellow” who is a part of 
“the criminal rich,’ whatever his character, his attain- 
ments, or his contributions to society. 

This idea of the redistribution of wealth through unjust 
and discriminatory taxation is not a novel suggestion. It 
has been attempted in the United States in the past; 
and as far back as 1875 the Supreme Court of the United 
States made the following statement in the case of Loan 
Association v. Topeka, reported in 20 Wallace, 670: 


“To lay, with one hand, the power of the government on the 
property of the citizen, and with the other to bestow it upon 
favored individuals to aid private enterprise and build up private 
fortunes, is none the less a robbery because it is done under the forms of 
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law and is called taxation. ‘This is not legislation. Jt is a decree under 
legislative forms.” 


4) THe INHERENT Ricut To Work Carries Witu It 
No Ricut To a Jos — The right to work is not only an 
inalienable, God-given right, but it is a God-given (or 
God-imposed) duty as well. The Divine imposition of the 
personal duty to work carries, as a compensation for this 
duty or burden, the equal right of each human being to enjoy 
the fruits of his own labor. Man can eat bread only by his 
own toil, and in the sweat of his own face. There is no 
obligation on him to toil and sweat so that another may 
eat bread without personal toil and sweat. 

Man has the inherent right: 

1) To work for himself. 

2) To quit work when he pleases (in the absence of a 
binding contract). 

3) To contract to work for another at an agreed wage 
and on agreed legal conditions. 

4) To contract with others to work for him at an agreed 
wage and on agreed legal conditions. 

All of these four elements of the right to work are of 
equal dignity, and must equally be secured by just gov- 
ernment. As a result, no man has any inherent right to a 
particular job; nor is it in the province of just government 
to guarantee to him a job. The duty of government is to 
secure him in his right to work, and to assure him of an 
equal opportunity with all other citizens to exercise this 
individual right to work at such calling as he chooses. 
He can work for himself; but when he seeks a job, the equal 
rights of another citizen are involved, and government 
must secure these rights of the other citizen as fully as it 
secures those of the party seeking the job. 

A job imputes two parties, the employer and the em- 
ployee. The employer cannot force a man to work for 
him; for that would be slavery for the employee. The 
party seeking the job cannot force another to employ him; 
for that would defeat or impair the equal inherent right 
of the potential employer to contract for work with those 
whom he chooses. 

All that just government can do is to secure each citizen 
in his inherent right to work, and in his equally inherent 
right to contract with others to work for him, or with 
another to employ him to work. If the government at- 
tempts to force one man to employ another, it is defeating 
and impairing the inherent right of contract of the em- 
ployer, which must be safeguarded by government as 
fully as it safeguards the employee’s right to work and to 
contract. 

5) RESULTING MISCONCEPTION OF AMERICANISM ABROAD 
— The world-wide proclamation by the leaders of our 
national government. that freedom from fear and freedom 
from want are recognized by the United States as being 
among the fundamental, inherent, individual, God-given 
rights of each human being, and should be safeguarded by 
government, has produced (on the part of millions of 
peoples in other countries) an entire misconception of 
what Americanism is. 

We are visualized by those misguided peoples, not as 
advocating the blessings and the duties of individual 
and political liberty to our citizens, but as offering eco- 
nomic security to every American citizen from the cradle 
to the grave — to be guaranteed by the American govern- 
ment. We have seemingly abandoned the idea of empha- 
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sizing the spiritual foundations upon which our Republic 
was erected, and are now proclaiming economic security 
as the summum bonum attainable by the human race. 

The attitude of the foreigner who today seeks to become 
a naturalized citizen of the United States is that he ex- 
pects, upon becoming a citizen of this country, to secure 
governmental assurance of freedom from fear and freedom 
from want. He is trained — not to distrust government and 
to recognize always that eternal vigilance on the part of the 
people is the price of liberty —— but to trust government to 
secure his safety and economic security. 

As a result, the world is being educated to expect the 
United States, not only to assure these so-called inherent, 
individual rights to its own citizens, but to use its influence, 
its powers, its wealth and its resources in the effort to 
assure them to the peoples of all other countries. The 
peoples of the world are being led to regard the United 
States as a distributor of its wealth and influence to all 
backward countries; so that the peoples of those countries 
can equally enjoy freedom from fear and want. 

Fortunately for us, the mere assertion by Mr. Roose- 
velt and his associates that freedom from fear and want 
are among the God-given rights of every human being 
does not make this assertion true; nor does it embody 
these alleged inherent rights among those secured by our 
Constitution and Bill of Rights. The Bill of Rights and 
the Constitution of the United States cannot be changed 
by Presidential pronouncements or by mere governmental 
action. Such changes must be made by the American 
people themselves; if they are to be made. 

But the harm has already been done. We are today 
endeavoring to secure the support of Allies almost entirely 
through economic means. We are emphasizing our eco- 
nomic power and repudiating the spiritual power of our 
structure of freedom based on spiritual foundations. We 
are gradually adopting totalitarianism through an ever- 
increasing concentration of power in our government; 
and we are urging the acceptance of our form of such 
totalitarianism in the place of that which foreign peoples 
seek to escape. We are frittering away the economic re- 
sources with which we are blessed in the effort to secure 
support for these governmental fallacies. 

6) THe ResuLTANT CHANGES IN AMERICAN CHARACTER 
— American character seems to be undergoing a danger- 
ous and lamentable change; apparently largely due to the 
advocacy of these false ideas, which negate the most basic 
principles upon which our Republic was founded and 
developed. 

Independence, both in action and in thought, is no 
longer the criterion of good citizenship. The original idea 
that “that government is best that governs least’’ has 
been cast into the discard; today we are being trained 
substantially to believe that “that government is best 
which governs most.” More and more we are entrusting 
to government the control over all human activities, and 
encouraging the regimentation of the people, so that we 
look to government to reform all ills, to determine its own 
powers and do the thinking of the people. 

Individuals and pressure groups expend their energies 
in the attempt to secure ever greater special privilege and 
financial aid from the government. To secure such privi- 
leges and aid, these pressure groups seem to be willing to 
surrender the liberties for which our fathers fought, to 
throw overboard the principles upon which this Republic 
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was founded, and to scramble for handouts from our rulers. 
We have practically abandoned the idea that the people 
should maintain and support the government and always 
exercise a watchful care to prevent its becoming despotic; 
we now seek to have the government support the people 
and constantly condone the unending effort of govern. 
ment to extend its powers. 


Fundamental Principles of Americanism 


Few Americans today seem to appreciate that Ameri- 
canism is based on the idea of “‘equal rights to all and spe- 
cial privileges to none.” 

Organized Labor obtains from the Congress special 
privileges and immunities and uses them to enforce its 
will upon the whole body of the American people, en- 
forcing that will through the exercise of its own collective 
resources and powers, rather than by action of the courts, 
Therefore, we have this powerful group acting “above 
the law” and “outside the law,”’ thereby making a mock 
of our claim that we maintain “ordered liberty under law.” 

The farmers demand and receive price supports and 
governmental bonuses, with the alleged purpose of assur- 
ing them a so-called fair income at the expense of the entire 
people, and under plans which completely disregard the 
Divinely-established economic laws of demand and supply. 

Large industry demands the protective tariffs, so as to 
increase its earnings, with the people generally paying the 
cost of such protection. 

Tenants demand that the laws of demand and supply be 
replaced by governmental rent controls. 

Unhurt soldiers of our various wars have secured the 
enactment of a so-called ““G. I. Bill of Rights,” under 
which they, along with the soldiers who were actually 
hurt, are assured of education, preferential treatment in 
substantially all their activities, and are largely assured 
of a living through governmental pensions and subsidies 
of various kinds. 

Even Congress has provided that its members shall re- 
ceive pensions from the government; and under the cur- 
rent so-called Social Security plans, apparently eventually 
every American is to be safeguarded in economic security 
from the cradle to the grave. 

The Federal Government has already extended its con- 
trol over transportation, transmission, farming, banking, 
and largely industry. It is actively endeavoring to extend 
that control to education, medicine, social welfare and 
insurance, and even over the suffrage itself. Its employees 
are numbered in the millions, and the bureaucracy that 
we have built up “‘pokes its nose”’ into almost every ac- 
tivity of every-day life. 

The organized pressure groups, through their highly- 
paid lobbies and lawyers, and through the threat of po- 
litical opposition to those opposing them, induce the mem- 
bers of Congress and the governmental oligarchy to grant 
their demands. We have about reached the stage where 
the average American willingly surrenders his birthright 
and his political heritage for a mess of pottage, and openly 
condones the use of public patronage and public funds for 
political purposes. We are abandoning the spiritual foun- 
dations of our structure of liberty and replacing them with 
so-called economic principles, many of which are de- 
monstrably unsound and will eventually fail. We flaunt 
the immutable laws of the Creator, seeking to supplant 
them with the nostrums of political charlatans. 
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God-Given, Individual Rights 


No more dangerous, false, wicked, or destructive theory 
has ever been urged upon the people of our country and 
of the world than this absurd theory that “Freedom From 
Fear” and “Freedom From Want” are among the God- 
given, inalienable rights of human beings. To class these 
alleged rights with the really God-given, inalienable 
rights of Freedom of Religion and Freedom of Speech is 
monstrous. To pretend that government can, or ought to, 
secure them appears to be a deliberate attempt to seduce 
the people into political belief in, and support of, the 
proponents of these fallacious ideas; in the effort to per- 
suade them that an all-powerful government can defeat 
the laws of cause and effect, of demand and supply, and 
can defeat any and all principles which the Deity has 
established as causes or inducements to men for a continued 
struggle on the part of each human being to preserve his 
own physical life to make his own living, to promote his 
own happiness, and to develop his own moral and spiritual 
welfare. 

The founders and framers of Americanism recognized 
and emphasized certain principles that underlie all human 
activities, among them being the following: 

1) Belief in a Supreme Being, omnipotent, omniscient 
and omnipresent, who created man and all other beings, 
things and forces; belief in the rights with which that 
Supreme Being endowed each human being as incident 
to the equal humanity of each, and as creatures made in 
His own image and likeness; belief in the principles and 
laws which that Supreme Being established for the regula- 
tion of the forces of nature, and to govern man in all of his 
relations. They recognized that human happiness and 
welfare could be promoted only through implementing 
and enforcing these rights, principles and Divine laws — 
and not by attempting to defeat or disregard them. 

2) The recognition that the chief forces established by 
the Creator, as the energizing causes which would induce 
men to struggle unremittingly to develop their person- 
alities along lines of their own choice, so as to be personally 
accountable to the Deity for their spiritual, moral, intel- 
lectual and physical development, were: 


a) Fear of God and of the consequences of disre- 
garding, or attempting to flout, the principles and 
laws established by Him for the government of the 
universe, and for the regulation of the activities of 
men. 

6) An inborn and inescapable conviction of the 
existence and powers of the Supreme Being; and of 
the need to reverence, obey and worship Him accord- 
ing to the dictates of one’s own conscience. 

c) An inborn and inescapable desire for freedom — 
for the right of each human being to worship God 
according to the dictates of his own conscience, and 
to develop his personality along lines of his own choice, 
if the human being was to be personally responsible 
for the development of his personality. 

This inborn desire for liberty was recognized as 
carrying with it an unceasing fear that individual lib- 
erty would be most endangered by the oppression 
and injustice of others; and hence this fear of oppres- 
sion was recognized by the founders and framers as 
the most powerful incentive to the maintenance of 
liberty. That this was true is evidenced by the fact 
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that the slogan of individual freedom became “‘Eter- 
nal vigilance is the price of liberty.” Fear of oppres- 
sion must continue if individual and political liberty 
are to be preserved. 

d) An inborn fear of want, as the strongest induce- 
ment to individual effort and labor; and as the strong- 
est force operating to assure economic growth and 
development. 

These inborn fears are the basis of our civilization, and 
are Divinely-established and unceasing incentives to the 
protection of both political and economic freedom. To 
declare that human beings are Divinely endowed with a 
right to be safeguarded by government from these very 
fears which the Creator has imbedded in the human heart 
and mind as the chief forces to make him strive for liberty 
and economic success is an attempt to defeat Divine laws 
and purposes; and it cannot succeed. 

The training of our children largely consists in teaching 
them to fear servitude and want, in urging them to be- 
come spiritually, morally, intellectually and economically 
independent. The only human beings who are free from 
fear are new-born children and they have not yet learned 
of the existence of the immutable laws of cause and effect, 
of demand and supply, and of the individual responsibility 
of each person for his own acts. The training of the child 
largely consists in teaching him that he is responsible for 
what he does, and that he will benefit or suffer from his 
own decisions and actions. It consists chiefly in teaching 
him fear of results — in impressing him with his own per- 
sonal dignity and responsibility, and in teaching him to 
constantly fear being controlled in his actions by the 
opinions of others. 

The criminal is deterred from crime by the fear of 
punishment that he knows will follow the commission of 
the crime. The human being is gradually aroused to an 
observance of moral and spiritual laws by fear of retribu- 
tion in this world and in the world to come. The energies 
of the average man are enlisted in the economic struggle by 
the fear of want on the part of himself, his wife, children 
and loved ones. 

Systems of morals and religion throughout all history 
have been largely based on fear of human and Divine 
punishment for violations of a moral or spiritual code. 
Civilization itself has advanced largely because of the indi- 
vidual fear of want and the fear of a loss of individual liberty 
through enforced servitude — the fear of losing independence 
and becoming subject to the will of another. 


Old Testament Code 


The Old Testament code was largely enforced by fear. 
The moral code taught there is based on a system of re- 
wards and punishments. The Israelites were taught that 
obedience to God and to the code set forth at Mt. Sinai 
would be Divinely rewarded, and disobedience would be 
Divinely punished. They were taught, not only the idea 
of individual responsibility for their individual actions, 
but also national responsibility for their actions as a 
politically organized people. They were trained to believe 
that national disregard of these Divine mandates would 
be punished by national suffering, disgrace and servitude. 


New Testament Code 


The New Testament code perpetuates the incentive of 
fear, but adds the incentives of faith, hope and love. In 
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the New Testament this same idea of fear of consequences 
is emphasized and perpetuated. The law, as set forth by 
Moses, is acclaimed and declared.to be always binding; but 
is made the foundation of a nobler spiritual code. Nowhere, 
however, is it taught that mankind would ever be relieved 
of the fears that largely energize his actions, until the 
Millennium. 

“They have sown the wind, and they shall reap the whirl- 
wind.” (Hosea 8: 7.) 

“I the Lord thy God am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity 
of the fathers upon the children unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion of them that hate me; and shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me, and keep my commandments.” (Ex. 20: 
5-6.) 

“Now these are the commandments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord your God commanded to teach you, 
that ye might do them in the land whither ye go to possess it: 
That thou mightest fear the Lord thy God, to keep all his statutes 
and his commandments, which I command thee, thou, and thy 
son, and thy son’s son, all the days of thy life; and that thy days 
may be prolonged.”” (Deut. 6: 1-2.) 


Fear a Faétor in Economics 


Every economic advance in civilization and every for- 
ward movement in improving the standard of living have 
been largely due to personal individual effort, brought 
about by the fear of individual want. Fear is the chief 
energizing force in the physical, moral, intellectual and 
spiritual advancement of the race. If mankind could be 
safeguarded against fear and against want, the progress 
of the race would be arrested; man would lose the incen- 
tives which now arouse his ambitions and activities; and 
would become the slave of slothfulness and despair. 


The Equality of Human Rights 
and 
The Inequality of Human Powers and Talents 


As an incident of our humanity, and because man was 
created in the image and likeness of God, human beings 
have been Divinely endowed with certain rights; and 
they have also been endowed with the Godlike powers of 
free will and free choice, so that each can exercise his 
Divinely-conferred rights (to the extent of his Divinely- 
conferred powers and talents) along lines of his own choice; 
with resultant individual liability to the Creator for the 
development of his personality. Certainly a just God would 
not hold the individual responsible for the exercise of his 
inherent rights, if he were compelled to exercise them as 
another dictated. Hence the equality of individual inherent 
rights and the equality of opportunity for their exercise 
are necessary requirements for the establishment of indi- 
vidual accountability to the Creator. 

But while the individual endowment cf rights is the 
same in every case, the Divine endowment of powers and 
talents is unequal. One man is physically or intellectually 
or morally or spiritually stronger than another. Due to 
this variation in the powers and talents of each human 
being, human government is necessary to an ordered 
society, so as to protect the weak as against the strong 
— to secure the equality of rights which the Creator has 
bestowed equally on all. Hence the duty of just govern- 
ment is to secure to each of its citizens an equality of in- 
herent rights, and an equal opportunity for their orderly 
exercise. 
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Orderly Exercise 


The phrase “‘orderly exercise’? means such exercise as 
will not defeat or impair the similar and equal rights of 
others, either as to the volume of such rights, or as to the 
equality of opportunity for their exercise in a politically 
organized state. 

The equality of human rights and the inequality of 
human powers were distinctly recognized by Jesus in the 
Parable of the Talents (Matt. 25:15). In that parable 
each of the servants had the equal right to use the talents 
entrusted to him along lines of his own choice; but the 
talents entrusted to one were five, to another two, and to 
the third one talent — “‘to each according to his several 
ability.” 

The rewards to the three servants were exactly the same 
proportionally. The five-talent man earned five talents, 
while the two-talent man earned two, and the one-talent 
man did no work and earned nothing. The five-talent 
man and the two-talent man received the same propor- 
tionate rewards, for they had each earned one hundred 
percent on the amount entrusted. The one-talent servant 
had earned nothing and received no reward, but was 
punished for his failure to use his one talent. 

In the Parable of the Pounds (Luke 19: 12-13), the 
Nobleman entrusted to each of his ten servants the same 
amount of pounds. To the one who earned another ten 
pounds, he gave command over ten cities. To the one who 
earned five pounds, he gave command over five cities; 
and to the servant who earned nothing he gave no re- 
ward, but took away the pounds entrusted to him and 
turned them over to the servant who had used his entrust- 
ment to the best advantage — namely, to the one who had 
earned ten pounds. Here again the reward is based on the 
percentage of achievement. 

In both of these cases, the several servants had the same 
right to use the entrustment as they chose, but each was 
not expected to use the entrusted talents or pounds so as to 
get the same results. They were expected to earn and were 
rewarded on the basis of percentage of achievement. 


Inherent Human Rights 


Human government should accomplish the securing to 
each citizen of an equality of rights and opportunity for 
their orderly exercise only through such restraints upon 
the individual exercise of inherent rights as will secure an 
equality of such rights and assure an equality of oppor- 
tunity for their orderly exercise along lines of individual 
choice. The fear of the enforcement of these restraints 
upon the individual is a primary factor in the growth of 
civilization and in the maintenance of ordered society. 

Certain inherent rights can be fully and freely exercised 
within a human personality without affecting others. 
Some of these inherent individual rights are so individual 
in their nature, and their free exercise along lines of indi- 
vidual choice so slightly affects the general public, that the 
power ¢o prohibit their free exercise is withheld from govern- 
ment. Such is the right of freedom of religious belief; and, 
to a modified degree, such are the rights of free speech, 
a free press, and the right to assemble and petition govern- 
ment. In regard to these last three, the government cannot 
abridge them under our Constitution; although it can 
punish anyone who misuses these rights to the injury of 
another. Thus, in the case of free speech and a free press, 
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the government can impose penalties for libel or slander; 
that is, for any exercise of these rights which defeats or 
impairs the reputation or the equal rights of others. 

It is noticeable that a felon convicted and sentenced to 
spend the rest of his life in the penitentiary still enjoys 
freedom of religious belief. The government has not the 
power to “prohibit” him from the exercise of this right. 

The protection of these particular inherent rights is 
secured by withholding from government the power to 
prohibit the free and orderly exercise thereof, or to abridge 
them. Such inherent rights as these are referred to in the 
Constitution as “‘freedoms of.” 


“Freedoms From’ in the ConStitution 


But “freedoms from” in the Constitution invariably 
mean freedoms from specific cases of unjust governmental inter- 
ference with the individual exercise of inherent, individual, God- 
given rights. They are inhibitions on government, forbidding it 
to impair the exercise of inherent rights in certain specified 
ways. They impose limitations on the powers of govern- 
ment, forbidding government to use its entrusted authority 
in certain ways that in the past have frequently been used 
by governments to defeat or impair some inherent right 
of the individual. 

They do not assert any human right to freedom from 
the operation of Divinely-established laws or. principles. 
On the contrary, they recognize the existence of those 
laws and principles. They recognize the existence of 
Divinely-conferred human rights. They recognize the 
constant danger of the impairment of those human rights; 
and they forbid government to impair those rights or their 
orderly exercise in certain ways, and through specific 
methods, which government has frequently used in the 
past for such a purpose. All “‘freedoms from” in the Con- 
stitution are inhibitions on human government in specific 
cases. They embody restrictions on the exercise by gov- 
ernment of its entrusted authority in certain specified ways. 


Absurd Claim 


The claim that “freedom from fear and want” are 
inherent rights is absurd. To pretend that ““Freedom From 
Fear” and “Freedom From Want” are among the God- 
given, inalienable rights of every human being is about as 
senseless as it would be to pretend that human beings 
have a God-given right to be free from the operation of the 
law of gravity or from the moral law. 


Purpose of This Claim 


The proclamation of these two so-called inherent human 
rights, and the effort to make the people believe that 
government could or should assure freedom from fear and 
from want to each of its citizens, was an outrageous at- 
tempt to convince the people that they should destroy 
the safeguards of American liberty and free enterprise, 
so as to receive temporary favors from the government. 
It was an attempt to get the American people to sell their 
birthright for a mess of pottage; for a futile promise of 
their rulers to defeat the laws established by the Almighty; 
to nullify the two chief Divinely-established principles 
actuating mankind to struggle for liberty and economic 
independence; and to justify the usurpation of unlimited 
powers over the lives and fortunes of all our citizens under 
a pretence that our rulers could defeat natural laws and 
improve on the Divine plan. 
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To what extent would these false leaders attempt to 
guarantee against want? It would be amusing to obtain 
from some of the proponents of these absurdities definite 
information as to just what is meant by the “Freedom 
From Want” which they so generously offer? Does this 
mean that every citizen would be recognized as having 
an inherent, God-given right to expect the government 
to supply him with a furnished house, with telephone, 
radio, electric refrigerator and television; together with a 
garage and one or two cars? Just how far would govern- 
ment expect to supply the wants, or the so-called wants, 
of its citizens. 

Uncle Sam is rapidly wasting his substance by way of 
subsidies, bonuses, and “‘what not” to special groups at 
the expense of those who have accumulated something 
through their own efforts, labor and sweat. The “have- 
nots” and the drones willingly exchange their liberties 
for “handouts” from the government and give their po- 
litical support to anyone who will continue the process 
— not appreciating that there must be an end to this when 
the accumulations of the thrifty have been exhausted. By 
that time the government will have succeeded in securing 
absolute power over the people, and there will be no 
opportunity to regain the freedoms which we have sur- 
rendered. Our liberties and our free enterprise will have 
been irrevocably lost. 


Results of False Philosophies 


Actually our American rulers of today are busily engaged 
in redistributing the wealth of the nation — chiefly 
through unjust and discriminatory taxation. National 
bureaucrats have largely taken over the direction and 
control of the activities of the nation. A large proportion 
of the earnings of the people are being devoted to the 
support of this bureaucracy which interferes with, and 
dominates, our entire economic life. 

The rulers are undermining and destroying American 
character; they are destroying the self-reliance and am- 
bitions of the American people and their independence 
through a system of governmental subsidies to favored 
groups. They are buying from the American people their 
liberties and their most sacred individual rights and 
paying for them with the people’s money, which the 
government unjustly takes from the thrifty under the claim 
that these funds are needed for the proper purposes and 
functions of a just government. 

Even worse, they are gradually destroying in American 
minds the overwhelming importance of ideals of justice 
and right, the spiritual principles which alone can make 
a people great and happy; and are supplanting those 
spiritual principles with hopes of economic security at the 
expense of the other fellow. They seem to be willing to 
sacrifice America and its glorious history — and its even 
more glorious possibilities for the future — for the sole 
purpose of maintaining themselves in political power 
through suborning the electorate by false promises which 
can never be fulfilled. 

They have “packed” our courts, so as to assure that 
their acts may be declared constitutional, and not be 
made ineffective. They have brought about such a condi- 
tion that the citizen may hope to be acquitted of almost 
any crime except the one crime of refusing or failing to 
deliver all or any part of his earnings to the Federal

In Expectation. 


ESCRIBING THE earthly ministry 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Matthew says, “‘When he saw 

the multitudes, he was moved with 
compassion on them, because they 
fainted, and were scattered abroad, as 
sheep having no shepherd” (Matt. 9: 
36). One wonders what our Lord’s 
feeling must be today, in view of pres- 
ent conditions. Does such an idea seem 
strange? It should not, because there 
is no doubt about our Lord’s interest 
in this world of ours. Concerning Him 
we are told: 


“This man, after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down on the 
right hand of God; from henceforth ex- 
pecting till his enemies be made his foot- 
stool.’? (Heb. 10: 12-13.) 


Shall He Find Faith 


He is “expecting” to return to 
earth, and it is then that His enemies 
will be defeated and destroyed. He 
must therefore be tremendously inter- 
ested in what is taking place here. It 
will be remembered that, speaking of 
His return, Jesus asked: 


*“When the Son of man cometh, shall he 
find faith on the earth?”’ (Luke 18: 8.) 


There was little faith on the earth 
when He was here. He tried to find it; 
He sought to arouse it, but only re- 
ceived a very limited response. It is 
said of the people of His day that they 
were “in expectation,” but they did 
not know who or what to expect. 
There was an inherent knowledge 
based on the tradition handed down 
from past ages that the Messiah would 
come, but for several centuries the 
voice of prophecy had been silent. 
Malachi, the last of the prophets, had 
said: 

“Unto you that fear my name shall the 
Sun of righteousness arise with healing in 
his wings.”” (Mal. 4: 2.) 

He had warned of the necessity of 
obeying the will of God: 


“Remember ye the law of Moses my 
servant, which I commanded unto him in 
Horeb for all Israel, with the statutes and 
judgments.” (Mal. 4: 4.) 
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Tradition Replaced God’s Word 


Malachi had also spoken of the 
great forerunner of the Messiah, and 
the people had heard John the Bap- 
tist’s message, but they were confused 
and uncertain. The religious teachers 
of their day shed no light on the mean- 
ing and application of their sacred 
Scriptures, the Law and the Prophets. 
Indeed, they obscured their meaning, 
and to them Jesus said: 

“Full well ye reject [literally, frustrate] 
the commandment of God, that ye may 
keep your own tradition.”’ (Mark 7: 9.) 


Tradition had replaced the teach- 
ing of the Law; while the Scribes and 
Pharisees, the products of the various 
Rabbinical Schools, were constantly 
quarrelling over their own particular 
interpretations of the Word of God. 
Our Lord again rebuked them when 
He said: 


“Well hath Esaias prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written, This people 
honoureth me with their lips, but their 
heart is far from me. Howbeit in vain do 
they worship me, teaching for doctrines 
the commandments of men.’’ (Mark 7: 
6-7.) 


Thus the people were confused, 
misled and ‘“‘as sheep having no 
shepherd.” But it may be said that 
all this concerns conditions 1,900 years 
ago. Yes, but what a perfect picture 
of the state of men’s minds and of 
conditions today! Once again “the 
people are in expectation,” but what 
are they expecting? The general answer 
to that question is: “Another world 
war!” But what is the reason for 
existing conditions? 


Blind Leaders of the Blind 


The Bible should have been used to 
throw light upon these conditions but, 
instead, it has been largely discredited 
by those charged with the responsibil- 
ity of proclaiming and applying its 
truth, who have thus become “blind 
leaders of the blind.” Here is a very 
vivid and recent illustration of this 
fact. Within the last three weeks the 
third annual meeting of the Central 


Committee of the World Council of 
Churches took place in Toronto. Rep- 
resenting 160 million Protestant Chris- 
tians, they could probably be called 
the most important Christian body in 
the world, for they are responsible for 
guidance, for leadership, for the clari- 
fication of ideas and for pointing out 
the way of solution to current problems, 
In view of what has taken place in 
connection with the Korean conflict, 
those whom they represent surely had 
a right to expect from this Central 
Committee some clear and definite 
statement with regard to the crisis, 
divested of all platitudes, together 
with an indication of what the 160 
million Christians ought to do. Ac- 
cording to Press reports, however, the 
Committee, after very careful word- 
weighing, produced a resolution on the 
Korean War in which they said: 


“An act of aggression has been com- 
mitted. . . . Armed attack as an instru- 
ment of national policy is wrong. We there- 
fore commend the United Nations, as an 
instrument of world order, for its prompt 
decision to meet this aggression and for 
authorizing a police measure which every 
member nation should support. At the 
Same time governments must press indi- 
vidually and through the United Nations 
for a just settlement by conciliation and 
negotiation. . . . We must not regard the 
world-wide conflict as inevitable. We must 
stand for a just peace under the rule of 
law, and must seek peace by expanding 
justice and by attempting to reconcile con- 
tending world powers. The Korean situation 
need not be the beginning of a general war.” 


This was a high sounding statement 
full of platitudes but devoid of direc- 
tion. The resolution suggests pressing 
for a just settlement “by conciliation 
and negotiation.” Whom will they 
trv to conciliate and with whom will 
they attempt negotiation, the govern- 
ment of North Korea, or the power 
behind it which has been using it as a 
catspaw? And of what use are concilia- 
tion and negotiation with the Com- 
munist rulers of Soviet Russia? 


World-wide Conflid Inevitable?

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The Fateful Hour 


August 26, 1950 
HILE FIGHTING raged in Korea, 
\ \ the Russians ended their boy- 
cott of the Security Council 
and pressed toward their Far Eastern 
objectives by every conceivable trick 
of diplomatic legerdemain. Balked in 
their attempt to vote Nationalist China 
out of the United Nations, the Soviets 
advanced a “‘peace plan” under which 
American troops would be withdrawn 
from Korea and delegates from North 
Korea and Communist China invited 
to discussions of the Korean issue. 

The Security Council, hamstrung 
by Soviet tactics, heard tirade after 
tirade as the Russian delegate spun the 
propaganda snares by which the Reds 
would convince Asia’s illiterate masses 
that United States activities in Korea 
constituted aggressive imperialism. 

Nor did the Soviets remain idle else- 
where. Reports told of Chinese Red 
troops advancing toward Tibet for the 
expected invasion of that strategic 
land. There were portents of increased 
Communist activity in French Indo- 
China. Developments also made plainer 
the Soviet strategy in Germany. 

Certain dates noted last month are 
repeated on this month’s chart in order 
to tie in additional chronological in- 
formation. Reactivation of the draft by 
the United States on July 7 came 
2 x 286 days after December 12, 1948 
when the United Nations endorsed the 
South Korean Republic. Note on the 
lower half of the current chart that 
July 7 was also 666 days lunar after 
September 19, 1948 when Russia an- 
nounced its forthcoming evacuation of 
troops from North Korea. This Soviet 
maneuver tricked the United States 
into withdrawing its own forces, leav- 
ing the South Koreans easy prey for 
the strong and well-armed North 
Korean puppet troops. 

(Refer to last month’s chart for 
other data on July 7.) 

Indian Prime Minister Nehru’s pro- 
posals aimed at mediating the Korean 
war were received in Washington on 
July 17. Last month’s chart noted the 
date as 420 days after May 23, 1949 
when the Four-Power conference on 
Germany opened. Note near the bot- 
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tom of the accompanying chart that 
July 17 was also 666 days after Sep- 
tember 19, 1948. 

On July 23, solar terminal of 420 
days after the opening of the Big-Four 
conference on Germany, the United 
States High Commissioner’s news- 
paper in Berlin revealed that East 
German Communists were forming an 
air force to complement their army 
and naval units. The air force was 
being put together under an “air 
police” camouflage similar to that by 
which army and naval forces were dis- 
guised as “‘people’s police” and “‘sea 
police.” The “sea police,” organiza- 
tion of which had been publicly an- 
nounced by the East German Govern- 
ment, were reportedly being equipped 
with torpedo boats and other craft 
outlawed by Four-Power agreements 
on German demilitarization. 

As United Nations troops steadily 
gave ground in Korea, President Tru- 
man announced in Washington that 
the Defense Department planned to 
add 600,000 men to the nation’s armed 
forces. This was on July 24, the date 
falling 1260 days after peace treaties 
with former German satellites were 
signed on February 10, 1947. July 24 
was also 666 days before May 20, 1952. 
As indicated at the center of the chart, 
the latter date will be 2520 days after 
the United Nations Charter was signed 
on June 26, 1945. Note that July 24, 
1950 was also 1260 plus 7 x 270 days 
after the United States declared war 
on Japan on December 8, 1941. 

Also on July 24, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment on Formosa reported indica- 
tions of Communist preparations to 
invade the Kinmen Islands, two Na- 
tionalist defense outposts off the Chi- 
nese mainland. 

The Unified Command headed by 
General Douglas MacArthur reported 
to the Security Council on July 25 that 
the North Korean attack on South 
Korea was a “carefully planned, full- 
scale invasion in force’? with ‘“‘excel- 
lent Soviet material.’ The report was 
seen as a warning to Russia against 
further aid to the Communist North 


Koreans. 
It is significant that July 25 fell 1040 


days lunar before May 15, 1953. The 
solar terminal of this 1040 cycle marked 
the June 25, 1950 invasion of South 
Korea. As indicated at the top of the 
chart, the 1953 date will be 2520 days 
solar after efforts to draft World War 
II peace terms collapsed on May 15, 
1946. 

The North Atlantic Council of Dep- 
uties also held its inaugural session on 
July 25. Meeting in an atmosphere of 
urgency due to the Korean war, the 
“cold war cabinet” had the task of 
speeding the cooperative effort for 
European defense. Reports that the 
Soviets had forty-five thousand tanks 
in readiness in East Germany and 
bordering satellite states underscored 
the fatal belatedness of these efforts to 
formulate European defense. 

Also on July 25, the East German 
Communists finished remodeling their 
organization after the Russian Bolshe- 
vik Party pattern. The newly-formed 
central committee of the German Reds 
named Deputy-Premier Walter UI- 
bricht as its secretary-general. Ul- 
bricht thereby became the virtual 
dictator of East Germany. 

The Russian boycott of the Security 
Council ended on July 27 when Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Malik in- 
formed the United Nations that he 
would take over the presidency of the 
Council on August 1. Note at the bot- 
tom of the chart that this Soviet move 
came precisely 666 days solar after the 
evacuation of Russian troops from 
Korea was announced on September 
19, 1948. The time measure thus links 
the two events as part of the same plot 
of Soviet aggression. 

The Soviet president of the Council 
first attempted to unseat the Chinese 
Nationalist delegate. This maneuver 
failed when the Council backed the 
Chinese right to representation by an 
eight-to-three vote. Next came an 
agenda placing the Chinese repre- 
sentation issue ahead of the Korean 
war. This the United States refused to 
consider, and the Council adjourned 
with the agenda still unsettled. 

These August 1 moves by which the 
Soviet Union snarled the Security 
Council came 666 days lunar plus two 
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before May 20, 1952 (upper half of 
chart). The latter date will fall 2520 
days after the United Nations Charter 
was signed on June 26, 1945. In addi- 
tion, August 1, 1950 was 5 x 286 days 
after September 1, 1946 when the 
Yugoslav Government rejected respon- 
sibility for downing an American plane 
and demanded that the United States 
take steps to prevent unauthorized 
flights over Yugoslav territory. 

Follow out the pattern further and 
note that September 1, 1946 was 2520 
days solar after the start of World War 
II in 1939. From the 1939 date a 
period of 2520 days mean plus 5 x 286 
days brought the Communist invasion 
of South Korea. 

In the Far East, meanwhile, General 
MacArthur and Chiang Kai-shek con- 
cluded talks which laid the basis for 
American-Chinese “military coopera- 
tion” and for “‘the joint defense” of 
Formosa. This was also on August I. 

Defense Secretary Louis Johnson 
revealed on August 2 that the United 
States planned to send over two billion 
dollars worth of tanks, planes and ar- 
tillery to help Western Europe guard 
against a “‘mechanized assault” by 
Soviet Russia. The date was 7 x 270 
days solar after the Soviets captured 
Berlin on May 2, 1945. The two bil- 
lion dollars is part of the fearful price 
being exacted from the Anglo-Saxon 
nations for the blundering statesman- 
ship which allowed the Russians to 
take Berlin. 

On August 3 the Security Council 
rejected the Soviet demand that ad- 
mission of Red China be considered 
ahead of the Korean war. The United 
States agenda was adopted instead. 
This was 666 days lunar before May 
20, 1952 (upper half of chart). 

A restricted memorandum brought 
to light on August 3 revealed that the 
United States State Department had 
pledged support to Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist Government and promised 
to oppose a United Nations-sponsored 
plebiscite in Communist China. The 
memorandum repudiated another se- 
cret note issued the previous December 
in which the State Department said 
Formosa had been written off as lost. 

In Strasbourg, also on August 3, the 
Foreign Ministers of thirteen European 
nations met to discuss once more the 
proposed Parliament of Europe, an 
issue upon which three previous ses- 
sions had failed to reach an agree- 
ment. 

Russia unveiled her plan for “‘peace”’ 
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in Korea at a Security Council session 
on August 4. Demanding that the 
United Nations order American forces 
withdrawn from Korea, the Soviets 
also insisted that North Korea be 
called into Security Council sessions. 
Use of the veto was threatened to 
back the demands. 

Note near the center of the chart 
that the Russian program was re- 
vealed 1290 days lunar after February 
10, 1947 when peace treaties with 
former German satellites were signed. 
In addition, August 4 was 7 x 270 days 
solar plus two after Berlin fell to the 
Soviets on May 2, 1945. 

The European Assembly on August 
11 overwhelmingly approved a great 
unified European army. The action 
followed a dramatic “prepare to 
perish”’ speech during which Winston 
Churchill warned that only “‘formida- 
ble quantities” of American atomic 
bombs had prevented the Russians 
from marching across Europe. Point- 
ing out that the Soviet Union had six 
or seven times as many trained and 
equipped men under arms as all West- 
ern Europe, Mr. Churchill called for 
the United States and Great Britain 
to send larger forces to Europe at once. 

Unfortunately, the Council of Eu- 
rope lacks means of readily imple- 
menting the Assembly’s resolution, 
since its charter forbids it even to 
debate defense. And while Europe 
talks and plans, the armed and trained 
Soviet forces can strike whenever the 
Kremlin overlords give the signal. 

A “tribulation” cycle marks the 
August 11 date, it falling 1260 days 
solar after peace treaties with German 
satellites were signed on February 10, 
1947 (near center of chart). In addi- 
tion, August 11 was 2520 days solar 
after the Quebec Conference opened 
on August II, 1943. 

Also on August 11, Great Britain’s 
Sir Gladwyn Jebb told the Security 
Council that the forces of Communist 
imperialism were concentrating in 
Asia “for the kill.”” This came as the 
Council continued bitter and fruitless 
wrangling over Korea. 

Underscoring the British delegate’s 
warning to the Security Council was 
the news of August 20. A broadcast 
from the Chinese Red capital of Peking 
revealed that the Ho Chi-minh gueril- 
las in French Indo-China were prepar- 
ing to launch a general offensive 
against the French Army. The date 
was 666 days solar before June 26, 
1952. The latter date will fall 2520 
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days solar after the United Nations 
Charter was signed on June 26, 1945 
(near top of chart). | 

Since the cycles so closely relate 
August 20 to United Nations affairs, 
it is significant that the date saw the 
groundwork laid for more UN battles 
as the United States, Britain and 
Australia moved to force the Soviet 
Union to reveal the fate of prisoners 
taken by the Russians during World 
War II. This would be the first time 
that the General Assembly, scheduled 
to meet in September, had asked the 
Russians to account for nearly two 
million missing German and Japanese 
prisoners of war. 

Warren R. Austin, American dele- 
gate to the United Nations, blasted 
back at the Soviet propaganda cam- 
paign on August 22. Likening the 
Kremlin’s lies to Hitler’s propaganda 
methods, he heaped ridicule upon 
Russian contentions that the United 
States was the aggressor in Korea and 
that no Soviet supplies were reaching 
North Korea. The date (not charted) 
fell 666 days after October 25, 1948 
when the Soviet vetoed United Na- 
tions compromise proposals for ending 
the Berlin blockade. 

West German uneasiness over East 
German rearming emerged sharply on 
August 23. Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer demanded more American and 
Allied troops for protection against 
Communist aggression, and also an 
armed German police force at least 
equal to the “military police” in East 
Germany. Chancellor Adenauer de- 
scribed his statement as a “‘cry for 
help to America in Europe’s gravest 
hour.”? In Washington, Secretary of 
State Acheson disclosed that the re- 
armament of West Germany was being 
considered by the United States in 
consultation with other Western 
powers. 

Note that these August 23 develop- 
ments came 1290 days after the peace 
treaties were signed on February 10, 
1947 (near center of chart). Instead of 
peace there is fear and the threat of 
imminent desolation as Soviet might 
strikes terror in the hearts of neighbor- 
ing peoples. 

In Saigon, meanwhile, French au- 
thorities revealed the text of a cap- 
tured document said to be a military 
alliance between Communist China 
and the Ho Chi-minh rebels in Indo- 
China. Under its terms Chinese Red 
troops would unite with Vietminh 
forces against the attack of any “im- 


perialist troops”? sent into the Indo- 
Chinese civil war. 

On August 24 the Chinese Com- 
munists demanded that the United 
Nations order all American forces 
withdrawn from the Nationalist-held 
Island of Formosa. The Reds also 
reiterated their determination to “‘lib- 
erate’ Formosa from the United 
States “aggressors.”” The period of 
August 24-26 fell 5 x 286 days after 
the outbreak of the Greek civil war on 
September 24-26, 1946 (not charted). 

An East German “national con- 
gress” met on August 25 to approve a 
new program to soften up West Ger- 
many for Communist conquest. The 
drive had four aims: 

1) Undermine the prestige of Amer- 
ican, British and French occupation 
forces in West Germany and West 
Berlin. 

2) Sabotage the Bonn Government. 

3) Persuade West German business- 
men to turn East for their future. 

4) Prey on the war fears and eco- 
nomic worries of the man in the 
street. 

Through this program the Soviets 
hope to take Western Germany from 
within without the necessity of armed 
invasion. | 

Significantly, the “‘congress”’ called 
to approve this program met on a date 
which fell precisely 9 x 1290 days after 
the November 11, 1918 Armistice 
(bottom of chart). The date was also 
1290 plus two days after satellite peace 
treaties were signed on February 10, 
1947- 

Also on August 25, the United 
States rejected Communist China’s 
claim to Formosa and invited the 
United Nations to decide the political 
future of the island. Meanwhile, mili- 
tary authorities in Washington re- 
vealed that two Chinese Communist 
armies were massed near the Man- 
churian-North Korean border, and 
that other warlike preparations had 
been made in the area. 

Thus, the Soviet program advances 
in both the West and the Far East. To 
counter it the United States has under- 
taken “creeping mobilization” de- 
signed to ready the nation for war 
without seriously disrupting its eco- 
nomic life. It is unlikely that either 
objective will be achieved. Since the 
initiative remains with the Russians, 
new moves to keep the Western pow- 
ers off balance may be anticipated. 

Meanwhile, the deliberate pace and

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September 9, 1950 
For NINE WEEKS of the Korean war the 
Soviet Union maintained its pretense 
that the conflict was a civil war into 
which United Nations forces had 
aggressively intervened. Despite the 
seemingly inexhaustible supply of So- 
viet tanks which the North Koreans 
hurled against American and South 
Korean lines, the Russians contended 
that their puppets were using only 
weapons supplied before the Soviet 
army evacuated North Korea at the 
end of 1948. Russia held to this line 
even though evidence presented to the 
United Nations showed that ammuni- 
tion captured from the North Koreans 
bore recent date-markings of Soviet 
arsenals. 
But the Soviet pretense collapsed

when United Nations warplanes shot 
down a Soviet bomber which attacked 
United Nations naval forces off the 
west coast of Korea. The downed 
plane bore Russian markings, and the 
body of one crewman recovered was 
that of a lieutenant in the Soviet 
armed forces. The incident brought 
into the open Soviet activity in the 
Korean war and more sharply strained 
relations between the United States 
and Russia. 

The Soviet bomber was downed in 
the early afternoon of September 4, 
Korean time, which was shortly before 
midnight of September 3 in Washing- 
ton. September 3 is a date of excep- 
tional chronological significance. The 
accompanying chart shows how it re- 
lates to the signing of the Italian Ar- 



























































mistice on September 3, 1943 and to 
the outbreak of the Jewish-Egyptian 
war on May 14, 1948. 

September 3, 1950 was 3 x 666 days 
solar plus two after the Yalta Com- 
munique of February 12, 1945. The 
appeasement policies which Anglo- 
Saxon officials followed there laid the 
groundwork for Soviet conquest of the 
Far East, an objective toward which 
the solar perfected terminal of this 666 
cycle finds the Russians moving by 
armed intervention in the Korean war. 

Since eleven is the number of dis- 
order or disorganization, it is note- 
worthy that September 3 fell precisely 
that number of years after Great Brit- 
ain entered World War II. This item, 
as well as other material at the bottom 
of the chart, was first brought to light 
by Mr. J. B. Nicklin.

piecemeal methods of United States 
rearmament and remobilization have 
raised serious doubts of American de- 
termination among the Atlantic Pact 
allies.

London, September 1 (By CABLE) 
ERTAIN departments of British Military Intelligence 
( were profoundly shocked by Mr. Attlee’s reassuring 
statement in the House of Commons that no Russian 
atomic explosion occurred on January 7. Mr. Attlee’s was 
not the only misleading statement in the defense debate. 
Mr. Shinwell (Minister of Defense) gravely underrated 
Soviet military strength. The facts are that the U.S.S.R. 
has 4% million men now under arms; 20 million available 
on full mobilization or about 600 fighting divisions; this 
does not include China. She also has between 40,000 and 
50,000 aircraft and a production rate of 50,000 a year; 
about 50,000 tanks and 350 submarines. By 1952 she will 
have 500. It is the more serious that Russia’s true strength 
is underestimated at a time when Soviet aggression is 
spreading like a forest fire and when the Atlantic Powers, 
if they used their whole potential, could settle the Russian 
question. The serious neglect of Western defenses, while 
Russia has made tremendous strides in her war prepara- 
tions, should cause alarm to all sober-minded persons. 

The fact is that Russia is making the maximum use of 
her comparatively inferior resources. We are neglecting 
our potentially overwhelming and decisive advantages. 
It is, perhaps, hardly surprising that those responsible 
for such gravely culpable folly and neglect are anxious to 
persuade the public — who are, after all, their patrons — 
that Russia is not so strong as she actually is. It is a matter 
of life and death for civilization to shatter this irresponsible 
policy and to make all the facts known while there is still 
time — but only just time —to take advantage of our 
potential strength and Russia’s basic weaknesses. The full 
story should be given — and given at once. Short of telling 
the whole truth, it will prove difficult — if not impossible 
— to prepare the public for the necessary exertion and 
sacrifice. 

The collection of information on atomic research by 
Russia in the free countries was concentrated on the 
U.S.A., Britain and Canada. In the U.S.A., from 1943 
onwards, espionage was undertaken by the staffs of the many 
Soviet missions who travelled freely all over the country. 
In Canada Soviet espionage met with a serious mishap 
by the defection of Gouzenko. Nevertheless, Moscow 
got the information it wanted. 

There is no doubt that by 1946 at the latest Russia 
had the secret of the atom bomb. The temporary failure 
in practice was caused by undue haste, not by the lack 
of theoretical knowledge. Thanks to brilliant espionage, 
from 1943 onwards, the Russians in 1946 were only a few 
months behind the Americans. They were never ten, or 
even five years, behind as Western leaders told their pub- 
lics. They also put in hand advanced research on the 
hydrogen bomb. Evidence based on the statements of men 
who have actually been in the regions where experiments 
have taken place, and have actually been connected with 
the work, forces us to the conclusion that Russia began 
work on the H-bomb as long ago as 1948. She is far in 
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advance of the stage attributed to her by the Western 
powers. 


Exrope 


Many Germans have become convinced that the West- 
ern powers have not the slightest intention of defending 
Germany. In fact, there is today less willingness on the 
part of Germans to accept rearmament than ever before; 
except on precisely stated terms, the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of which would be left to the German people. If this 
situation is just left to simmer, it will not be long before 
it boils over and becomes a serious issue in domestic poli- 
tics. Dr. Adenauer’s suggestion of a Western German 
volunteer force, equivalent to the East German People’s 
Police, falls far short of a demand for general rearmament. 
Adenauer’s move may, however, bring about a more 
definite attitude on the part of the Western powers. 

A number of people have recently left the Eastern zone 
for the West with substantial sums of money. Some of 
these have been buying up restaurants and, what is more 
important, petrol filling stations along the autobahnen and 
at many important road junctions. This has been happen- 
ing along every important strategic highway in northern 
Germany. These people are Soviet agents and they main- 
tain subsequent contact with Eastern Germany. 

The procedure for Berlin would be as follows. The Rus- 
sians would withdraw all their forces and the Eastern 
German Government from Berlin. They would then invite 
the Western powers similarly to withdraw from the West- 
ern sectors of the city. This they would refuse to do and, 
in view of the wholesale withdrawal of authority from the 
Eastern sector, would feel compelled to assume authority 
there and to extend the authority of the Western Berlin 
Municipality to the Eastern sector. ‘The Western authori- 
ties would also assume responsibility for feeding the whole 
of Berlin. No sooner had this been done, and it would 
take only a few days, than the People’s Police of the East- 
ern zone would make these Western moves a pretext for 
blockading all Berlin. 

No food would be allowed through by land. The Soviet 
authorities have calculated that the capacity of the Berlin 
aerodromes is insufficient for an air lift to feed the whole 
of Berlin as opposed to only the Western sectors. Food 
stocks therefore would dwindle and eventually the whole 
of Berlin would be compelled to capitulate without a shot 
being fired. Whether all this actually corresponds to Soviet 
intentions, we do not know, but it certainly throws a 
strong light on the spirit and mentality of the leaders of 
the East German People’s Police. 

The morale of the East German People’s Police is very 
high, especially since events in Korea. Some of the finest 
Russian equipment is coming in. In fact, the general 
morale of this force is strikingly similar to that of the 
German army after the successful occupation of Austria. 
There is a feeling of invincibility. The strength of the force 
is about 125,000, made up of 16 divisions. All but three 
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are either motorized or in process of being motorized. 
Motorized equipment from Russia is first-class. 

Events in Korea have created in Austria an even greater 
feeling of insecurity than in Western Germany. There is 
no confidence in the ability of the Western allies to protect 
the country. The general opinion in Communist circles 
is that the Russians will not make a major move in Austria 
until other outstanding European questions have been 
disposed of. In private talks, however, Communist leaders 
say that an expedition against Marshall Tito and the 
seizure of the whole of Berlin are near possibilities. They 
say that such moves would not provoke a general war. 
Great efforts are being made to reassure their more im- 
portant followers accordingly. 

Refugees from Roumania report heavy Soviet troop 
movements there. These and other preparations seem to 
give still further indication of some sort of move in Eastern 
Europe but not in Austria itself. There are certainly 
ominous indications of something big about to happen in 
Eastern Europe. But they are not clear enough to warrant 
definite or rash conclusions. All we can say is that these 
reports are coming in from widely different sources. 
The circumstances are precisely such as would seem to 
suggest a timely warning direct to Moscow that no specious 
arguments about domestic issues within the Soviet sphere 
will be accepted by the Western Powers. Otherwise we 
may wake up one morning to hear of yet another fait 
accompli. 

The acceptance of defeat by King Leopold of Belgium 
and his Government was not wholly justified by the im- 
mediate events following the King’s return. Leopold had 
a majority behind him which was highly indignant at 
the dictatorial behavior of the Socialists in defying the 
constitution on which they had rested their case. The 
capitulation of the King brings the immediate troubles 
to an end. But the real losers of July 31 will, in the end, 
be the Belgian Socialist Party. King Leopold was very 
badly advised by a scared and weak Government which, 
at one moment, encouraged his bold return and at the 
next lost both its nerve and its dignity. The full facts 
behind the opposition to Leopold have yet to be told. One 
thing history will fully disprove; namely, that Leopold 
ever collaborated with the Germans or ever acted in a 
disloyal manner towards the nation he deeply loved. 


Far Eas 


There are indications of trouble here. Powerful Com- 
munist units are arriving from Burma and Indo-China and 
seem to be preparing to set up a “‘Free’”? Siamese Govern- 
ment under Pridi Panamyong who is already in Northern 
Siam. The main objective seems to be the creation of a 
new focus of strife and a flanking movement against the 
French in Indo-China. At the same time, supply bases 
could be set up for the Communists in Malaya. 

Tibet is very important and events there should be 
followed in the light of our former reports on that country. 
It is probable that sweeping changes will happen there of 
immense influence upon India and Pakistan. Amongst 
other things the whole Lamaist cult is likely to be swept 
away. All that is happening in the Far East is part of a 
clear design, carefully planned and worked out in minute 
detail in Moscow. Moreover, it cannot be too often stressed 
that China is still working in very close alliance with 
Russia. Russia may well find it very convenient to encour- 
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age the idea that Communist China is not wholly associ- 
ated with with Soviet policy, nor fully committed to it. 

The awakening of American public opinion is still far 
from being either complete or universal. Nevertheless, 
there is remarkable unity in support of mobilization meas- 
ures, not excluding a stiff dose of increased taxation. 
American determination to “see this thing through” jis 
being contrasted with what is called British apathy and 
European disunity. Congress has been sitting through the 
hot weather, while the House of Commons went into 
recess. 

All this is because the official view is that the fastest 
possible mobilization for total world war must be under- 
taken, without giving the impression to the Soviet Union 
that America considers total world war is inevitable. A 
second, and considered by many officials an even greater, 
danger attending a formal announcement of total mobili- 
zation, would be assumption in the Kremlin that America 
had decided to move rapidly towards taking the initiative 
in launching a total atomic attack on the Soviet Union. 
In that case, it is felt that the Soviet Union might counter 
immediately with world-wide seizure of strategic bases 
and with formal entry into the Korean war. Another 
powerful reason for delaying formal steps towards total 
mobilization is the fact that this is an American election 
year. Neither Mr. Truman, nor any vote-conscious mem- 
ber of the Democratic Party, wants until after the No- 
vember voting to take the responsibility of putting into 
operation the various controls which would, in one way or 
another, affect the daily lives of every American. 

Perhaps one of the most powerful factors in recent weeks 
towards arousing American public opinion to a fuller 
realization of the Soviet threat has been the personal 
attitude of Mr. Malik in the UN Security Council. Mil- 
lions have watched every lift of his eyebrows daily on tele- 
vision, while others saw newsreel shots and the Council 
Chamber’s public gallery was packed to capacity. Many 
Americans found the sight of Mr. Malik on the UN Se- 
curity Council not less disturbing than the news from 
Korea. 

Mr. John Dulles’ report on Korea, written only a few 
days before the Northern attack, considered the morale of 
the South to be quite good and the military strength of 
the North not very great. The fundamental mistake of the 
West is the consistent underrating of Russia since her 
military and industrial planning changed in 1945. 

In the new strategy planned by Russia (which must and 
can be defeated) the fundamental principles are: 7) Piece- 
meal aggression so that continental war is averted until 
2) Russia can strike with A and H bombs at the Atlantic 
Powers, so making nonsense of their potential. Too much 
importance is being attached to speculation on the possible 
outcome of an inter-continental war on the scale of World 
War II. It is not yet fully realized that such conditions 
might never exist again and that we face a new strategy. 
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The Time Is Fulfilled 


NE GENERATION of forty years 
() has passed since Andrew Car- 
negie established the Carnegie 
Peace Fund endowed with $10,000,000 
to “hasten the abolition of interna- 
tional war.”’ At that time the world at 
large had begun to believe that war 
itself had been outlawed as a result 
of the various actions taken at the 
Hague Conferences. The first of these 
conferences was held in 1899 and the 
second in 1907. By 1910, as a result of 
decisions rendered by the Hague Tri- 
bunal in disputed cases — one being 
the Atlantic Coast Fisheries Arbitra- 
tion between the United States and 
Great Britain that year— men and 
women were convinced no major na- 
tion would ever again resort to armed 
force in the settling of disputes be- 
tween them. A very few, however, 
were undeceived by these moves to 
outlaw war, knowing that men were 
trying to build lasting peace upon a 
foundation of shifting sand. But their 
warnings were completely unheeded 
as the world moved toward an era of 
crisis. 
A Warning 


A concrete warning alerting the few 
that all was not well, and that peace 
expectations were being woven from 
perishable fabrics, came with the out- 
break of the Italo-Turkish war in 1911 
over the possession of Tripoli. ‘This was 
followed by the Balkan Wars of 
1912-13. The way was being prepared 
for World War I, although this latent 
fact was completely unrecognizable 
by the overwhelming majority of the 
human race. While the year 1910 had 
brought men and women to the place 
where major wars were inconceivable, 
yet the world was at that very moment 
entering what has since proved to be 
a forty-year period — that is, a gen- 
eration —of the most momentous 
years of armed conflict in the history 
of mankind. 

A quick appraisal of the conditions 
existing in the world prior to 1914, 
and the mental attitude of men in 
their outlook on life, indicates what a 
shock World War I was to the civi- 
lized world in 1914 — the year peace

was suddenly taken from the earth. 
Prior to that year parliamentary forms 
of government had become so well es- 
tablished that men considered them 
to be an integral part of human exist- 
ence. It was also definitely unthinkable 
that there would be any radical 
changes in the economic structure 
which had enabled men to earn their 
living and invest their savings, reaping 
returns in interest and dividends on 
stocks and bonds, and from activities 
in speculation. To have suggested 
forty years ago the drastic changes 
that have since taken place on the 
economic front would have elected 
the individual voicing such opinions 
as a worthy candidate for an insane 
asylum. 

Just as men were sure of the con- 
tinuity of their existing governments 
and the stability of their business in- 
stitutions prior to 1914, they were even 
more certain that the prevailing re- 
ligious systems, so long established, 
would continue to function indefi- 
nitely. Thus, this most momentous 
forty-year period began with men 
completely confident of the continued 
survival of all things. The leaders of 
the time found it impossible to visual- 
ize in any degree the coming drastic 
changes that had been clearly pre- 
dicted as due to occur in the utter- 
ances of the prophets of the Lord. 


Passing of Peace 


The few who warned of the ap- 
proaching world crisis were stigma- 
tized as fanatics, for all things had 
continued as they were for centuries 
and it was unthinkable that the general 
over-all pattern would now be altered. 
Unknown to the nations and their 
statesmen, however, and unrecognized 
by the multitudes, time was running 
out and the day of prosperity and 
peace was soon to be taken from the 
earth. 

As pointed out in Study in Daniel,* 
the great Jubilee Week beginning with 
1890 A.D. and ending with 1939 A.D. 
was the great week of which Gabriel 
was speaking when he referred to the 
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cessation of the sacrifice and the over- 
spreading of the abomination that 
would take place in the midst of this 
week: 


“In the midst of this great week of the 
greatest of Jubilees, when God’s people 
were enjoying a high degree of progress 
and prosperity, peace passed away.” 
(Study in Daniel, page 253.) 


The middle of that great week wit- 
nessed the German attack upon Bel- 
gium, for the time of the ““Desolator”’ 
had come: 


“The years of peace, when nations had 
almost become convinced that there would 
be no more major world conflicts, were 
broken in the midst of this great Jubilee 
Week of 49 years.’ (Study in Daniel, page 


254-) 
Approaching Crisis 

With the outbreak of war in 1914, 
men were completely taken by sur- 
prise, except those who had been 
closely following the information fur- 
nished by the prophets of the Lord. 
They were fully aware that the crisis 
was at hand since the “Times of the 
Gentiles” were running out. This pe- 
riod of the Times of the Gentiles has 
reference to the years during which 
God’s people were to be chastized for 
their sins and the Babylonian Succes- 
sion of Empires was to hold sway. 
When Israel turned away from His 
laws and refused to heed the terms of 
His Covenant, the authority, power 
and rulership over the affairs of the 
earth were transferred to the Gentiles. 
The years assigned to Gentile rule 
were set as Seven Times. A time is 360 
and seven of these times would be 
2520. Prophetic students have long 
recognized that this would be the 
number of years to elapse from the day 
Nebuchadnezzar came to power to 
the day when the Times of the Gen- 
tiles would end. Daniel informed Neb- 
uchadnezzar: 

“Thou, O king, art a king of kings: for 
the God of heaven hath given thee a 
kingdom, power, and strength, and glory.”’ 
(Dan. 2: 37.) 

Under this Divine fiat the Baby- 
lonian Succession of Empires was es- 
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tablished and its lease of life was set 
for a Seven-Times period of 2520 
years. With the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century, those who were aware 
of all this were closely watching events 
which would indicate that the end of 
this time period had come, for the 
years were running out. From the time 
that Babylon became established with 
Nebuchadnezzar as King, the appli- 
cation of the measuring rod of 2520 
years gives the year of the outbreak 
of World War I, when Germany in- 
vaded Belgium in the summer of 1914. 
A change of times had manifested it- 
self, although men and women were 
as yet unaware of the full significance 
of what they were experiencing. Before 
World War I ended the sign was to be 
given as foretold by Jesus Christ that 
the Times of the Gentiles were fulfilled. 
He said: 

“And Jerusalem shall be trodden down 
of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gen- 
tiles be fulfilled.” (Luke 21: 24.) 


World War lI 


The time measures of the Scriptures 
not only apply in years to events of the 
past, tying them in with modern ful- 
fillments of prophecy, but in the proc- 
ess of that fulfillment we find the same 
time measures accurately marking ful- 
fillment, but measured between events 
in days and hours instead of years. 
Mr. William Lay, Jr., in his series of 
articles published during the past few 
years in Destiny, has clearly demon- 
strated the accuracy of these day 
measures. So we find that one half of 
Seven Times (2520), but in days in- 
stead of years (1260 days), after the 
assassination of Archduke Francis Fer- 
dinand, heir to the thrones of Austria 
and Hungary, the city of Jerusalem 
was taken by General Allenby and the 
British forces. Ferdinand was killed on 
June 28, 1914 at Sarajevo by a Serbian 
nationalist. This was the direct cause 
leading to World War I, for Austria 
moved on July 28, 1914 to crush by 
armed conflict activities aimed at the 
dissolution of her empire. 

As a result of Austria’s move against 
Serbia, Russia began immediately to 
mobilize her army, with the result 
that Germany declared war on her. 
France became alarmed and started 
to mobilize her forces. Germany then 
invaded Belgium, bringing Great Brit- 
ain into the conflict. The greatest war 
of history had begun and the time, 
money and work of the Hague Con- 
ferences, and the efforts of peace- 
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loving peoples everywhere, had failed 
to prevent major nations from going 
to war against one another. 
Beginning of Judgment 

Concerned with the immediate clash 
of arms, men were still unaware that 
the conflict was to bring the military 
might of the Babylonian Succession 
of Empires to its end, destroy the type 
of government it represented and bring 
to judgment its entire world economy. 
The prophets had warned that before 
this judgment period came to an end 
the strangle hold fastened upon the 
human race through maladministra- 
tion, militarism, economic injustice 
and religious concepts cultivated by 
Babylon would all be broken, and 
even the systems themselves would be 
demolished. 


Signs Fulfilled 


What are the historical! facts? World 
War I ended with the passing of Jeru- 
salem out of the hands of the Turks 
into the possession of Great Britain, a 
branch of modern Israel. The sign 
given by Jesus was fulfilled and Jeru- 
salem was freed from Gentile domina- 
tion. This came at the end of 2520 
years after Nebuchadnezzar had taken 
Jerusalem and carried Daniel and his 
companions away into Babylonian 
Captivity. Also, World War I paved 
the way for the rise of Communism, 
for just before its close the Bolsheviks 
staged the Russian revolution and 
seized controlling power in that na- 
tion. As a result of World War I, 
there came the fulfillment of another 
ancient prediction given by Daniel 
the Prophet: 


“I continued watching until the thrones 
were flung down.” (Dan. 7: 9, F. F. 
Trans.) 

As stated in Study in Daniel, pages 
192-193: 

*‘A throne as defined in the dictionary 
is a chair of state, a royal seat to be occu- 
pied by a prince, a bishop or a king, an 
exalted place. Daniel declared he watched 
until all the exalted places, royal seats and 
chairs of state were cast down. It is not at 
all difficult to recognize the fulfillment of 
this prediction as seen in the vision. 
Thrones have been cast down — one place 
of authority after another has fallen in 
Europe and throughout the world. Where 
today are the empires, the kings, the 
princes and princesses who were exercising 
roval authority prior to World War I? 
With one notable exception, they are all 
passing away — with a rapid acceleration 
in the process following World War II. 





The exception is the occupant of the throne 
of England, the modern representative of 


the Throne of David. That throne alone 


was to endure forever. 

“But this casting down of thrones is not 
confined to Royalty alone. On March 1, 
1924 Mustapha Kemal demanded the 
abolition of the Caliphate and two days 
later this throne was cast down. 

“Communism advanced in Russia and 
not only did the Throne of Royalty fall in 
that land but the ecclesiastical seat and 
authority occupied by the ranking head of 
the Greek Orthodox Church fell and its 
prerogatives were usurped by atheistical 
tvrants. Today the Vatican trembles as 
these same forces encroach upon the terri- 
tory once under the supreme rule and 
authority of the Roman Catholic Church, 

“Moving on, we find that the fall of 
thrones has not been confined to Royalty 
and Priestcraft alone. As we survey the 
wreckage strewn on the shores of modern 
civilization, we observe the dilemma of 
industrial magnates and political dema- 
gogues who are now tumbling down from 
their former seats of authority and posi- 
tions of prestige in economic and political 
spheres of influence.” 


Rise of Dittators 


With the passing of parliamentary 
forms of government, dictators arose: 


“Following the end of World War I, 
dictators came to power, bringing absolu- 
tism in the realm of political rule. ... 
Under dictators the military phase of 
Babylonian power took on a new lease of 
life, with these leaders hoping to restore 
the prestige and might once exercised by 
ancient Babylon in their bid for world 
domination. They knew not that they were 
but making ready for the final act of judg- 
ment when their power would be gone 
and their prestige destroyed. These dicta- 
tors were being used of God to make ready 
the events of the Great and Terrible Day 
of the Lord, but they themselves were to 
be numbered for slaughter.’ (Study in 
Daniel, pages 102-103.) 


Period of Disintegration 
The conditions which made the rise 


of dictators in this twentieth century 
possible are set forth as follows: 


“With the end of the World War of 
1914-18 a.D., a marked period of disinte- 
gration set in, with conditions in the old 
Roman world tending to overthrow law 
and order. Something had to be done to 
give support to the beast in order to pre- 
serve the existing order. Strikes and revo- 
lutionary movements in Europe were fast 
bringing about a serious situation. 

“‘As a result of the above disturbances, 
dictators began to arise. Their purpose at 
first was to curb lawlessness and give sup- 
port to the existing order. They finally 
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came to power and exercised authority as 
kings.” (Study in Revelation,* page 267.) 


Following the above quotation a 
list of ten dictators is given. Out from 
among them came the three, fulfilling 
the vision seen by John in Revelation 
when he said: 


“And I saw three unclean spirits like 
frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, 
and out of the mouth of the beast, and out 
of the mouth of the false prophet. For they 
are the spirits of devils, working miracles, 
which go forth unto the kings of the earth 
and of the whole world, to gather them to 
the battle of that great day of God Al- 


mighty.” (Rev. 16: 13-14.) 


As a result of the Armistice in 1918, 
the people became jubilant, expecting 
to return to pre-war conditions. Again, 
men were unaware that the world had 
entered upon a new phase of sinister 
activities, with the three — Fascism, 
Nazism and Communism — working 
miracles in the preparation for World 
Wars II and III. Wholly unmindful 
of all this, remarks and slogans were 
heard generally, evidencing the desire 
to forget the war and its results and 
return to the stability and good times 
of pre-war days. But the violence of 
the years from 1914 to 1918 had let 
loose in the world forces which could 
not be restrained. Events had been 
set in motion that made judgment 
upon the works of men inevitable. 
Every phase of human endeavor that 
could not abide the test of Divine scru- 
tiny was marked for ultimate destruc- 
tion. 


Ill Omen 


Because the human race was unac- 
quainted with the Divine plan, few 
recognized the significant meaning of 
dictators coming to power. It was an 
ill omen for the future peace of the 
world, as the march of time has defi- 
nitely proved, but at the time those 
sponsoring dictators thought other- 
wise. The people were at first satisfied 
to give support to the dictators, for in 
the inception of their coming to power 
lawlessness was curbed and they under- 
took to support the existing order. 
Unknown to the world at large, the 
way was being prepared for the ful- 
fillment of the prophetic prediction 
that three of these dictators, manifest- 
ing a spirit of evil, would move to 
prepare to involve all nations in war 
as they gathered the leaders of the 
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whole world for the battle of that 
Great Day of God Almighty. 

Failing to learn a needed lesson 
from the suffering inflicted by World 
War I, men did not humble themselves 
in the sight of the Lord but turned 
more and more toward materialism, 
violating His laws and desecrating His 
Holy Day. Instead of recognizing 
their dependence upon Almighty God, 
dictators were accepted as saviours 
from chaos and as a means of bringing 
relief from a post-war period of per- 
plexity and trouble. Meantime, a 
wave of self-indulgence followed as a 
result of the lifting of the restraints 
and the removal of self-denials im- 
posed by world conflict. This climaxed 
in wild speculation, the ultimate end 
of which was the Wall Street crash of 


1929. 
Economic Experts 


The mistake of failing to properly 
appraise the over-all situation was not 
confined to the political arena alone, 
for, prior to the crash of 1929, the fi- 
nancial and economic experts were 
declaring the impossibility of such a 
debacle now that they understood the 
operation of economic cycles and the 
principles forming the foundation of 
economic stability. Any future depres- 
sion, so they said, could be avoided. 
In the same way that, prior to 1914, 
political experts had declared world 
war impossible, so the economists out- 
lawed future depressions prior to 1929. 
But the judgments of God move on 
and one prophetic hour (15 years) 
after peace was taken from the earth 
in 1914, resulting in the beginning of 
armed conflict and violence, economic 
troubles brought an abrupt end to the 
continued enrichment of many through 
speculation: 


**The fires of tribulation began to kindle 
shortly after the signing of the Armistice, 
when for the first time men began to real- 
ize that something was radically wrong 
with the economic structure. The captains 
of industry began to bewail the fact that 
business did not function as usual. 

‘John sees the merchants standing afar 
off, for fear of her torments, saying, ‘Alas, 
alas that great city Babylon, that mighty 
city! For in one hour is thy judgment 
come.’ 

**This is the prophetic hour of 15 years. 
The first world war began in 1914 A.D., 
at the close of 2520 years from the begin- 
ning of Nebuchadnezzar’s kingdom. This 
was the beginning of the end of the po- 
litical power of the Babylonian Succession 
of Empires. One hour later (15 years), in 


1929 A.D., there came the Wall Street 
crash; the vibrations of which were felt 
around the world. The merchants literally 
stood afar off and refused to enter the 
market for fear of increasing their already 
substantial losses.’? (Study in Revelation, 


page 281.) 


Ultimate Results 


A marked change had taken place 
on the economic front and the stage 
was set for the intensification of 
troubles of major proportions. It is not 
necessary to detail here all these 
major developments which have led 
to marked inflationary trends, in- 
creased taxation, prodigious govern- 
ment spending and the wasting of our 
substance, with pyramiding indebted- 
ness to burden generations yet unborn. 
The results are clear to those who have 
eyes to see and minds to understand. It 
is all a prelude to a coming economic 
collapse that will make the 1929 crash 
seem as nothing in comparison. The 
financial debacle that will then engulf 
mankind in a holocaust of destruction 
will bring to an end the entire present 
economy as we have known it. The 
violence of the overthrow is described 
in Revelation, Chapter 18, and the 
outcome will be: 


“The world economic slate will be wiped 
clean. Vested interests, banking institu- 
tions, insurance companies, annuity funds 
and all interest-bearing savings and 
hoarded wealth of every description will 
be swept away. Thus, the way will be pre- 
pared for the institution of the God-given 
Israel economy. This is the judgment 
passed upon Babylon the Great, and happy 
indeed is the man whose wealth has been 
invested in Kingdom securities.”’ (Study in 
Daniel, page 106.) 


End of Gentile Rule 


World War II brought to an end 
the period of the Armistice and na- 
tions were again in the grip of world 
conflict. As World War I ended with 
the taking of Jerusalem, fulfilling the 
sign given by Jesus that the Times of 
the Gentiles were about to end — 
with the result that Communism was 
established in power in Russia — so 
World War II ended with the destruc- 
tion of the political and military 
might of the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires. This was accomplished by 
the unconditional surrender of Hit- 
ler’s Germany. Red Russia won 
strategic military outposts, from which 
vantage points she would be able to 
carry out the part she was destined to 
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take in bringing about the fulfillment 
of the Red Woe: 


“With the collapse of Germany, the 
smashing and grinding process was com- 
pleted, for in the unconditional surrender 
of the Nazis the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires ended. Politically and militarily 
Babylon has fallen! 

“The Times of the Gentiles were ful- 
filled with the beginning of World War I, 
and now the judgment of military Babylon 
has been completed with the destruction 
of the military power and might of Ger- 
many. During this final phase of Gentile 
activity the Nazis succeeded in taking 
over most of Europe, spreading out into 
Africa and to the shores of the Black Sea. 
This end of the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires is a terminal of major importance 
to students of prophecy, for now the way 
is open for the final Armageddon contest. 

“The events depicted under the Third 
Woe of Revelation could not occur while 
the Babylonian group of Gentile nations 
held sway, for this is the Red Woe des- 
tined to follow the collapse of their power. 
Soviet Russia could not move against 
Israel (the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples) 
until all vestiges of the power of political 
Babylon had been swept away. Now, with 
the passing of Babylonian rule, Soviet 
Russia is coming in like a flood to domi- 
nate the territory recently released from 
Nazi domination. Thus the Anglo-Saxon 
world is being challenged by Russia today 
and the Communists are expecting to take 
over world leadership and prevent Israel 
(Anglo-Saxondom) from assuming her 
God-given task.’ (July 1945, Documentary 
Studies, Vol. I,* pages 139-140.) 


Soviet Evil Aggression 


Since the above statement was made 
five years ago Russia has moved re- 
lentlessly on toward her goal as it was 
shown she would. With the breaking 
of the military and political power of 
the Babylonian Succession in the un- 
conditional surrender of Germany the 
way was opened for the evil aggression 
of Soviet Russia to begin. Today we 
are moving toward the great climax of 
the ages as Soviet Russia prepares to 
fulfill the role assigned to her. This 
final phase of military conflict in the 
struggle for world dominion is re- 
corded in Ezekiel, chapters 38 and 39, 
and is the one to which the Prophets 
Daniel and Joel also refer. 


Beginning World War III 


The outbreak of armed hostilities in 
Korea is the opening gun of a war that 
will not end until, through Divine in- 
tervention, evil aggression in all of its 
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manifestations has been completely 
defeated, after which the righteousness 
of the Kingdom of God will be estab- 
lished in the earth. Meantime, as 
pointed out in Study in Daniel, we are 
rapidly approaching the climactical 
period in this time of crisis: 


“Using the names by which the Kings 
of the North and the South are to be iden- 
tified in this crisis period, the hidden de- 
tails of the events affecting Palestine in 
the closing days of the present age may 
now be revealed. Paraphrasing that por- 
tion of these verses which applies to the 
events in this crisis period, and using the 
information given in the translations by 
both Moffatt and Ferrar Fenton, it would 
read about as follows: 

***At the end of years Soviet Russia 
will advance with a great army and nu- 
merous cavalry. At the same time many 
will arise against Great Britain, while the 
renegades among the Jews will undertake 
to accomplish the establishment of a king- 
dom, but will fail. Then Soviet Russia will 
come and throw up defenses and capture 
cities. The armies of Great Britain will not 
be able to stop her advances, and even all 
the chosen people [modern Israel], in- 
cluding the United States of America, 
will be powerless to stop the onrush of the 
Soviets and prevent the Kremlin from at- 
taining her objectives. The Russian hordes 
will establish themselves in Palestine [as 
Ferrar Fenton points out, “with destruc- 
tion in his hands” (Dan. 11: 16)] and 
none will be able to successfully oppose 
them in their campaign.’”? (Study in 
Daniel, pages 310-311.) 


What are the weapons of destruc- 
tion that the Soviets will have in their 
hands? World War II not only brought 
to an end the political and military 
might of the Babylonian Succession of 
Empires with the destruction of the 
government and armies of Germany, 
but it also brought to light the know- 
how of splitting the atom. This secret 
has now been acquired by the Krem- 
lin and atomic bombs are being stock- 
piled in the Soviet Union. 


Way-Marks 


Because the splitting of the atom is 
referred to prophetically in these 
words, ‘“The powers of heaven shall be 
shaken,” it is well to pause here and 
take note of the important way-marks 
set up as signs to warn that the climax 
of the ages is approaching. Jesus 
referred to certain physical phe- 
nomena that would precede the ap- 
pearing of the sign of the Son of man 
in heaven. He said: 


“Immediately after the tribulation of 





those days shall the sun be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers 
of the heavens shall be shaken: And then 
shall appear the sign of the Son of man in 
heaven: and then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the Son 
of man coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory.” (Matt. 24: 
29-30.) 
The Fifth Seal 


As the Fifth Seal of Revelation 
neared its close, Napoleon Bonaparte 
was born. With the beginning of the 
Napoleonic era, the long period of the 
persecution and martyrdom of Chris- 
tians ceased. Thus, the tribulation 
period of the dark ages came to its 
end. Then followed the events de- 
picted under the Sixth Seal of Revela- 
tion. As pointed out in Study in Revela- 
tion, the Sixth Seal began in 1755 
A.D. and will close with the great 
seismic disturbances that will bring 
the present age to its termination. 
This Seal opened with the great 
earthquake of November 1, 1755, with 
an estimated area of 4,000,000 square 
miles of the earth surface affected. 

The physical disturbances outlined 
in the Book of Revelation to take 
place during the period of this Sixth 
Seal are as follows: 

1) A great earthquake. 

2) The Sun darkened. 

3) The Moon in color as blood. 

4) Star showers. 

5) Disturbances in the heavens. 

6) Great seismic upheavals. 


The Dark Day 


Immediately following the opening 
of this Seal, punctuated by the great 
earthquake, the sun was darkened on 
May 19, 1780: 


“On May 19, 1780 A.D., occurred the 
memorable dark day when the sun did not 
shine and the moon became the color of 
blood. The people were terrified and 
many thought the day of judgment had 
come.”’ (Study in Revelation, page 54.) 


The Star Shower 


In the order of events listed above, 
53 years after the darkening of the sun 
the star shower occurred: 


“A spectacular meteroic shower took 
place on November 12 and 13, 1833 A.D. 
The stars fell on this occasion like flakes of 
snow, to the number, as was estimated, of 
240,000, in the space of nine hours, vary- 
ing in size from a moving point or phos- 
phorescent line to globes of the moon’s 
diameter. It was observed that they all 
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appeared to proceed from the same quar- 
ter of the heavens, from the vicinity of one 
of the stars in the constellation of Leo.’’ 
(Study in Revelation, page 54.) 


When we consider the meaning of 
Leo, it is most fitting that the pre- 
dicted star shower should appear in 
this sign: 

“There is no confusion about this sign. 
The Lion appears in all of the zodiacs. 
It is the triumph of the Lion of the tribe 
of Judah. He is exhibited in this sign as a 
mighty Lion coming forth to finally rend 
his prey. . . . All the stars in Leo and the 
meaning of their names magnify and exalt 
Him as the Coming Conqueror.’ (Docu- 
mentary Studies, Vol. 11,* pages 435-437.) 


The next event in the above order 
was to be disturbances in the heavens, 
manifestations which would be in ac- 
cord with the prediction of our Lord 
as given by Luke, when men would be 
seeking a place of safety and there 
would be no place to hide: 


“Men’s hearts failing them for fear, and 
for looking after those things which are 
coming on the earth: for the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken.”? (Luke 21: 26.) 


Powers of Heaven 


As stated in “The Release of 
Atomic Energy,’’ Destiny for October 


1945: 


“The meaning of the expression that 
‘the powers of heaven shall be shaken’ is 
worthy of study. The atom is a universe 
in miniature, with its own central sun, 
planets and heaven. In the splitting of the 
atom literally the power (Greek word 
translated power is Dunamis), meaning the 
violence or strength of heaven, is shaken. 
The Greek word Saleué is translated shaken 
and means agitated, tossed or stirred up as 
by an earthquake or cyclone. The atomic 
bomb thus produces a cyclonic effect as 
well as a great heat and light comparable 
to that of the sun. No doubt its earthquake 
effect will be increased as men perfect its 
construction and use. This, then, may be 
a contributing factor in the coming, pre- 
dicted, world-shaking earthquake to which 
all the prophets refer as the shaking of the 
powers of heaven. 

“It is inconceivable that Russia will 
move to fulfill Ezekiel’s prediction of evil 
aggression on her part while the atomic 
bomb remains the exclusive property of 
the Anglo-Saxon world. Because prophecy 
depicts a great offensive led by Moscow 
against the Anglo-Saxon world, it would 
follow that the Soviets will have acquired 
information enabling them to use this de-

The factual fulfillment of prophecy 
in remarkable detail during these 
forty momentous years should arrest 
the attention of the indifferent and 
open their eyes as the tyrannical lead- 
ers in the Kremlin move to fulfill the 
role assigned to them. Every Christian 
man and woman should now be wide 
awake and alert to the significance of 
the solemn warning issued through 
John to those who are eye witnesses of 
these things: 

“‘Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he 
that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, 
lest he walk naked, and they see his 
shame.” (Rev. 16: 15.) 


This is not a reference to physical 
nakedness, but to those who are 
spiritually unclothed. Only those who, 
in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
are in possession of the garments of 
righteousness may hope to escape the 
severity of coming judgment and 
stand before the Son of man. 
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Government to be used in any way that the Congress 
may see fit. They constantly expand and enlarge the 
activities of government, and constantly call for an ever- 
increasing proportion of American earnings to be used for 
any purpose that the government chooses to pursue.

Whatever a “welfare state” may be, it is 
certainly not a free state!

Governmental promises to secure to the people freedom 
from fear and want are political chimeras; and the pots 
of gold which the rulers offer in exchange for the liberties 
of the people, and which are supposed to be at the end of 
this political rainbow, will disappear when the end of the 
rainbow is reached. 


“Blood, Sweat and Tears” 


When the British nation was faced with a serious threat 
of destruction by the Germans, Winston Churchill, as 
their chosen leader, promised them “blood, sweat and 





tears” as the cost of overcoming their enemies. The Eng- 
lish accepted the terms offered by him, and saved their 
civilization. He did not offer any such chimeras as “Free. 
dom From Fear” or “Freedom From Want.” He recalled 
their past glorious history, their simple faith in God, their 
acceptance of the controlling force of the principles of 
truth and justice established by the Creator. In the time 
of trial he recalled and revived their consecration to human 
liberty and to the rights and dignity of the individual 
man and he awakened a spirit of sacrifice, heroism and 
endurance that has rarely been equalled in history. 


Need For Leadership 


What the United States needs today is some similar 
leader who will reassert the American realization of its 
dependence upon Divine Providence; American allegiance 
to Divinely-established principles; American consecration 
to individual work and respect for individual character; 
America’s belief that man finds his greatest happiness in 
honest toil, in eating his bread in the sweat of his own face; 
and in respect for individual independence. 

Almost two thousand years ago Demosthenes said: 
“There is one safeguard known generally to the wise, 
which is an advantage and security to all, but especially 
to Democracies as against despots. What is it? Destrust.” 
In 1808 John Philpot Curran said: “It is the common fate 
of the indolent to see their rights become a prey to the 
active. The condition upon which God hath given liberty 
to man is eternal vigilance; which condition, if he breaks, 
servitude is at once the consequence of his crime and the 
punishment of his guilt.” 
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tried in 1938 at Munich, and they 
failed. They will fail at Moscow too. 
Why do these members of the Central 
Committee of the World Council of 
Churches not realize that the final 
phase of the age-old struggle between 
God and Anti-God, Christ and Anti- 
Christ, good and evil, is taking place, 
and will be fought to a finish? And 
why do they not see, as professing 
Christians, as leaders of Christ’s 
Church Militant here on earth, that 
there can be no negotiation with the 
enemies of Christ and God? They say, 
“We must not regard the world-wide 
conflict as inevitable.’ But that is just 
exactly what it is. It cannot be avoided. 
The reckless disregard of God’s law, 
the continued denial of the truth of 
the Bible, the refusal to apply the 
prophetic statements to current his- 
tory, and the apathetic indifference 
and often direct denial of the immi- 
nence of the return of Christ to exer- 
cise sovereignty over the Kingdom of 
God on earth, have made the final 
struggle inevitable. 

The statements of the prophets, rati- 
fied by Jesus Christ, are very explicit 
regarding this fact. The identity of 
the contending forces is clearly shown. 
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The world-wide extent of the conflict 
is foretold. The final focal point is 
named, and the grand finale, when 
“the Lord Himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 
God,” is clearly described, yet the 
Committee does not regard “‘the world- 
wide conflict as inevitable.” What a 
wonderful opportunity this Council of 
World Churches had to proclaim the 
solemn warning of Joel the Prophet: 


“Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, and sound 
an alarm in my holy mountain .. . for 


the day of the Lord cometh.” (Joel 2: 1.) 


They did not take it, and so God’s 
Word again proves true, ‘‘My people 
are destroyed for lack of knowledge” 
(Hos. 4: 6). 


1953? 


Here is another significant thing re- 
garding the deliberations of this Cen- 
tral Committee. On the Agenda was 
the consideration of plans for the next 
full meeting of the World Council 
scheduled for 1953. But the President 
of Manhattan’s Union Theological 
Seminary expressed “grave doubt if 
we will be able to meet in 1953.” One 
wonders why the good Doctor is 


doubtful. Is it because he feels sure 
that the final conflict will be in full 
force before then? Or does he visualize 
that by 1953 it may well be over, the 
New Order functioning, which means 
the Kingdom of God in operation, and 
that there will then be no further use 
for the World Council of Churches? 
Whatever may be in his mind, it is 
evident that he is not fully in agree- 
ment with the expressed opinion, “‘We 
must not regard the world-wide con- 
flict as inevitable.”? And so, contem- 
plating the lack of leadership mani- 
fested, one’s thought goes back to the 
Divine indictment of the shepherds of 
Israel, as proclaimed in Ezekiel 34: 

‘*“Hear, then, what the Eternal has 
to say to you shepherds. By my life! 
says the Lord the Eternal, since my 
flock has become the prey and food of 
every wild animal, because there was 
no one to shepherd them (for the shep- 
herds cared nothing about my flock, 
but fed themselves instead of feeding 
my flock) — hear then what the Lord 
the Eternal says, you shepherds — I 
am against the shepherds, I will de- 
mand my flock back from them... . 
I myself, I will search for my flock and 
look for them.”

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Aggression By Proxy

between North and South Korea, few if any 

imagined that it would be a peaceful line of de- 
marcation as has been the 49th Parallel between Canada 
and the United States of America. The fears of the most 
pessimistic have now been realized and, at this unstable 
frontier, history’s new fashion of inserting cold and tepid 
wars between peace and hot war has been taken a stage 
further. 


We THE 38th Parallel was made the frontier 


World War Ill or Miscalculation? 


Consequently, the nations resisting aggression must take 
into account every possible estimate of Soviet intentions — 
from the possibility that this may really be the start of a 
third world war and an attempt to draw all available 
forces away from the vital center, to the possibility that 
the Korean invasion was a serious miscalculation. 

The former theory certainly spotlights the formidable 
problems confronting the leaders of the nations defending 
peace; for, even without commitments in Korea, they 
cannot guard every threatened area at the same time. 

Observing that “the latter theory is certainly tenable,” 
the Washington correspondent of The Times (July 25, 
1950) comments: 


“The Russians may have regarded the consolidation of Korea 
as representing merely the completion of unfinished business. 
They may have considered it merely the removal of a bridge- 
head which the Japanese habitually used for aggressive purposes, 
and they may have thought they saw the green light after the 
withdrawal of the American troops and the many statements 
made about its strategic untenability. 

“The Russians may have expected the United States to wring 
its hands, to get the United Nations to pass some resolutions, and 
leave it at that. If that is what they expected, they only agreed 
with many observers in Washington.” 


The Times correspondent continues: 


“There is a story of a Soviet diplomatist who was asked at a 
conference for an explanation of some inconsistent action. He 
replied that the Russians never had fixed plans. ‘We take test 
borings,’ he said. If this was a test boring, it has not struck oil, 
and there is every reason to hope that they may withdraw the 
drill.” 

This optimistic American opinion is hardly born out by 
information from reliable sources indicating that Russian 
support for North Korea on a very large scale has been 
a long term project. Neither is it shared by that distin- 
guished student of current affairs, Mr. Walter Lippman, 
who has expressed the opinion that Russian policy aims 
at embroiling the democratic powers in the Far East, so as 
to have a better chance of advancing elsewhere. 

Meanwhile, the belief of those who hold that Korea was 
but a test-boring was neither weakened nor confirmed by 
the decision of the Soviet to return to the Security Council 
— a move which has caused as much speculation as to its 
motive as did the invasion of Korea. Several weeks before 
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Mr. Malik reappeared, The Spectator cautioned, “‘Diplo- 
macy has its resources,” and added: 


“If the Kremlin, in helping to settle the Korean question, 
could get certain other questions settled simultaneously, she 
might emerge with kudos not diminished and even in some eyes 
at least enhanced. What are those other questions? Most of them 
are connected with the United Nations, which Russia, for all 
her abuse of that institution and for all her paraded absence 
from the Security Council table, can afford less than ever to 
ignore. There is the control of atomic energy, a problem not 
necessarily insoluble because it has so far defied solution. There 
is the representation of China at Lake Success, a matter of vital 
importance to Russia because, if it is settled her way, there will 
be two Communist voices among those of the five permanent 
members of the Council.”’ 


However, at the time of writing, it seems that the 
Kremlin’s representative is engaged largely in obstruc- 
tionist tactics. 


Hot War— When and Where? 


Will the tepid war become hot? If so, when and where? 
These are questions which so many people have given the 
foremost place in their thoughts. Whatever answer might 
be given, it is obvious that World War III will be upon us 
when the Soviet Union becomes directly involved in ag- 
gression. Korea is an example of aggression by proxy. 
Using Communist China as a cover, Russia might make 
aggressive moves against Formosa, Indo-China, Burma, 
Hong-Kong or Tibet without being herself legally or diplo- 
matically involved. It will be seen also that, through the 
medium of the Communist-controlled satellite states, ag- 
gression by proxy could likewise be undertaken against a 
number of countries in Europe. 

However, in the Middle East the position is entirely dif- 
ferent, for an aggressive act against Turkey in Asia, Persia, 
or Afghanistan, would directly involve Russia. Such an act 
would indeed herald the beginning of the hot war. 


Most Critical Spot on Earth 


Writers in The National Message have during decade 
after decade pointed to Persia as one of the chief danger 
spots in the Middle East — the region which the prophets 
clearly reveal will be the scene of the great holocaust that 
will mark “the day of the Lord.”” As The Times remarked 
some while ago, the Middle East is “‘a region which always 
presents an irresistible attraction to the aggressor.” The 
rich oil fields of the Middle East are not the least of many 
reasons for Russia’s interest in this region. Writing three 
years ago in The Scotsman, Sebastian Haffner declared that 
the issues at stake on the frontiers of Germany and in the 
Far East would not prove to be as important as those in the 
Middle East. He continued: 


“If either Russia or the West were to add a united Germany 
with her skill, man-power and her industrial resources to its 
system, this would, of course, alter the balance of power de- 
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cisively, but it would not do so immediately: for Germany is 
in ruins, and to build her up again is a matter of ten to twenty 
years. 

“Again, if China with her 400,000,000 population were wholly 
linked up with either Russia or America, the effect would be 
tremendous, but it would be even more delayed: for China is 
undeveloped, and to make her a modern industrial nation is a 
matter of one or two generations. 

“But if Russia lost Baku or gained the Middle East, the effect 
would be felt at once, and it would tip the scales in the balance 
of power between Russia and America decisively. It is probably 
not too much to say that the loser in the Middle East would 
almost at once lose his positions in Europe and Asia too. This in 
turn explains why the Middle Eastern frontier has become the 
most critical spot on earth.”’ 


Turning the Heat on Persia 


The following news item in The Sunday Times (July 30, 
1950) indicates that Russia is now turning the heat on 
Persia: 

“Concern has deepened in London over recent Soviet propa- 
ganda, which uses towards Persia much the same tone of menace 
as the North Korean Radio at Pyongyang used towards South 
Korea about a fortnight before the Communist attack began. 

**The South Caucasus Command is one of the most impor- 
tant in the Soviet Union. Its infantry formations are not cadres 
only, but are maintained at full strength. The Commander-in- 
chief is Army-General A. I. Antonov, who succeeded Marshal 
Tolbukhin, one of the leading Russian Generals of the last war, 
on his death in October 1949. General Antonov was previously 
Chief of Staff to the Soviet Supreme Command for about five 
years. 

**To the west and southwest the Command includes Georgian 
and Armenian territories extending to the Black Sea and border- 
ing on the northeastern Turkish provinces of Kars and Ardahan, 
to which Russian propagandists have already laid claim. To the 
southeast it includes Soviet Azerbaijan, whose immediate 
neighbour is Persian Azerbaijan, the country’s richest province, 
which the Kremlin made strenuous efforts to wrest from Persian 
rule four or five years ago. 

“Soviet propaganda during the past week has been addressed 
both to Persian audiences and to the Russian home public. 
Clandestine propaganda has been broadcast in Azerbaijani and 
in Kurdish from the so-called Azerbaijani Radio, which is 
understood to be either in Tiflis or Baku. In both languages 
subversive appeals have been made. That in Azerbaijani urged 
Persian troops to turn their weapons against the Teheran Gov- 
ernment. 

“The Kurdish broadcast charged Persia with violating a pro- 
vision of the Soviet-Persian Treaty of February 26th, 1921, which 
gives Russia the right in certain circumstances ‘to advance her 
troops into the Persian interior.’ It added: ‘If and when the 
Soviet Army enters Persia, the people of Kurdistan will rise and 
fight against the treacherous Teheran Government.’ ”’ 


A leading article in The Daily Telegraph (August 4, 
1950), pointing out that “events in Korea must not be al- 
lowed to distract attention from the Middle East,” stresses 
the importance of Middle Eastern oil and reports that “‘at 
the present time Soviet agents are extremely active in the 
area, and Persia is being subjected to a constant war of 
nerves.”’ The article also remarks, “It is against this back- 
ground that Turkey’s application to adhere to the North 
Atlantic Treaty — which, if granted, will probably lead 
also to the inclusion of Greece — must be considered.” 

It is hardly surprising that, in view of the evidence of 
Russia’s imperialistic aims in the Middle East, the West- 
ern Powers regarded the recent trade talks between Soviet 
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and Persian representatives with grave suspicion. It would 
be foolish to ignore the possibility that if, at a later date, 
the negotiations prove to have been fruitless the Soviet will 
have a ready-made pretext for further aggression. 


Multitudes in the Valley of Decision 


Thus the stage is being set before our eyes for the clos- 
ing scene of the great drama at the End of the Age. “The 
spirits of devils, working miracles” (Rev. 16:14) have 
prepared for “the battle of that great day of God Al- 
mighty.” 

“Proclaim ye this among the Gentiles; Prepare war, 
wake up the mighty men, let all the men of war draw near; 
let them come up: beat your plowshares into swords, and 
your pruninghooks into spears: let the weak say, I am 
strong. 

“Assemble yourselves, and come, all ye heathen, and 
gather yourselves together round about: thither cause thy 
mighty ones to come down, O Lord. 

“Let the heathen be wakened, and come up to the valley 
of Jehoshaphat: for there will I sit to judge all the heathen 
round about. Put ye in the sickle, for the harvest is ripe: 
come, get you down; for the press is full, the fats overflow; 
for their wickedness is great, 

““Multitudes, multitudes in the valley of decision: for 
the day of the Lord is near in the valley of decision. 

**The sun and the moon shall be darkened, and the stars 
shall withdraw their shining. The Lord also shall roar out 
of Zion, and utter his voice from Jerusalem; and the 
heavens and the earth shall shake: but the Lord will be the 
hope of his people, and the strength of the children of 
Israel.”’ (Joel 3: 9-16.)

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purpose of preventing war, but our State Department is 
dealing with the enemy in a time of war and trying to 
pacify them by weaking our own lines of defense; which 
plan, if carried out, will lead to our inevitable defeat in 
the Pacific, if not the ultimate invasion of our west coastal 
areas. 

The American people should ponder well the facts set 
forth by General MacArthur in light of the State Depart- 
ment’s policy, backed by President Truman, which has 
already cost us dearly in the loss of China, war in Korea 
and perhaps the ultimate loss of all our positions in the 
Far East. We implicitly believe that Jehovah, the God of 
Israel, who is the Lord of Hosts, allowed General Mac- 
Arthur’s statement to go beyond the power of President 
Truman to suppress or recall it, because the information, 
if acted upon, is absolutely essential to our national 
security. 

What are you going to do about all this as an American 
citizen? The behind-the-scenes moves are already being 
made so that, after an election favorable to the present 
administration next November, the powers that be will 
immediately move to bring about such oppression and 
trouble as this nation has never before experienced in its 
history. 

As a people we have had ample warning that all is not 
well at Washington. Senator Joe McCarthy’s charges of 
Communist activities within the State Department need 
no further confirmation in the light of the present secret 
agreement in an endeavor to appease the Chinese Reds.
